&) NE evening in the late winter of 1945-46 George Bailey and I were 

discussing the Aberdeen-Angus situation in this country. I had 
expressed a desire to buy 25 Imported Scotch heifers and several young 
Scotch bulls. During the discussion we came to a conclusion; namely, that 
an annual importation of heifers carrying the best blood lines of Scotland 
would materially improve the Aberdeen-Angus herds of America. The 
plan followed by the Argentine of importing champion Scotch bulls each 
year has done wonders for the Aberdeen-Angus herds of South America. 
Our plan included not only heifers but occasionally the prize-winning 
Scotch bulls. The discussions revolved around the fact that George Bailey 
has made four trips to Scotland over a period of years, and is familiar with 
every one of the Scotch herds. He has a personal acquaintance with the 
owners and breeders, and has, I believe, the greatest knowledge of Scotch 
pedigrees of any American. George Bailey has imported some of the best 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever to be brought to America, and is familiar with 


all shipping requirements. 


During the long winter evenings we were joined by a young but 
enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus breeder, Mr. Stanchfield Wright, who had 
just completed a long hitch in the Navy. Our discussions developed the 
idea of importing a group of Aberdeen-Angus heifers of sufficient import- 
ance to attract the owners of the best herds in America, and we decided to 
send George Bailey, as our joint representative, to spend a month in Scot- 
land and England and see if he could purchase enough high class heifers to 
warrant putting on a sale. His trip was most successful, and he rounded up 
what is probably the best group of heifers ever to come out of Scotland. 
Since his return George has stated that if these heifers do not please the 
American breeders then in his opinion there are no Scotch cattle that would 
please them, because these heifers are in many cases the best heifers from 
the herds that produced them, and in other cases the best heifers for sale 
in their respective herds. They were chosen by an American who has had 
the widest experience with the Scotch Aberdeen-Angus and at the same 
time who chose these cattle from the point of view of the American breeder. 
They are splendid individuals and they represent the best blood lines in 


Scotland. 


These cattle will have been tested for T. B. and Bang’s four times 
before arrival in the United States. They will have been in quarantine in 
Canada for two months. They are accompanied by two Scotch herdsmen; 
and they will be fitted for sale at Ravenswood, near Galena, Maryland, 
where they may be seen at anytime after November 1st. We hope that 
this will be but the beginning of an annual importation, and that it will 
meet with a favorable reception by the American breeders.

Outside of sending two heifers to the National Sale at Timonium, Maryland, just 
on now, we have not been selling these last few years. We have been told that we are 
not likely to get for our offering what we would if they were conditioned expressly for a 
sale. Be that as it may, and as we have given expression to earlier, I don’t personally 
believe in that fitting business and I am somewhat apprehensive myself about buying 
highly fitted cattle. In connection with the fitting of cattle, to my mind an Aberdéen- 
Angus either is or isn’t. Our cattle are well taken care of in a normal manner; are 
naturally gentle; have done well, and that’s how it is with us. In any event, anyone 
will be able to tell from the way they appear here how they will look when he gets 
them to his own place.

Br Oa d er Ban G s Disease Program Needed 


Why depend only on the Blood Test, says C. T. Conklin 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following article, 
suggesting modernization of existing Bang’s 
control laws, was written by C, T. Conklin, 
Secretary of the Ayrshire Association. Mr. 
Conklin was one of the pioneers in advocat- 
ing vaccination against Bang’s and at a time 
when such ideas were far from popular with 
the bulk of state and federal animal health 
authorities. Now the Ayrshire man has some 
ideas for further aid to cattlemen, especially 
in the matter of inter-state shipments. 


OME DAY, when the past twenty years 
“ in the cattle business are reviewed, the 

highest honors for patience and long- 
suffering will probably go to those breeders 
who have depended only upon the blood test 
to protect them from Bang’s Disease. Cita- 
tions will also be given to those who have 
tried to comply with the maze of shipping 
regulations required in conducting an inter- 
state cattle trade. It is also not at all un- 
likely that while these breeders are being 
eulogized because of their fortitude these 
questions may be asked over and over 
again: Why did they do it? Why did they 
spend so much in time and money and cat- 
tle? What did they gain? 


Obviously the cattle industry has learned 
much about conserving its herds during the 
past twenty or more years as it has explor- 
ed the different ways and means of con- 
trolling Bang’s Disease. But even though the 
business as a whole has benefitted it does 
not follow that those who have depended 
entirely upon the blood test and who have 
slaughtered their reactors have derived the 
greatest good at a reasonable cost, particul- 
arly when one considers their future risks 
in maintaining highly susceptible, non-vac- 
cinated herds. 

Vaccinated Calves Exceed Accredited 
Herd Members—It is obvious that the in- 
creasing use of vaccine is having a revolu- 
tionary effect on Bang’s control methods. 
Steadily the number of vaccinated cattle 
has increased until there have been nearly 
two million calves inoculated by state repre- 
sentatives, while no one can estimate the 
vast numbers of calves and mature cows 
that have been vaccinated privately. As a 
matter of fact during the past five years 
more than twice as many cattle have been 
officially calfhood-vaccinated as are now 
listed as accredited, according to the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry. Shocking as it may 


be, the score to date in the game of Bang’s 
control shows that over three million cat- 
tle have been condemned as reactors, in 
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order to have the present accredited popula- 
tion of only 827,809, a considerable number 
of which have also been vaccinated. Ob- 
viously, the trend seems to be toward vac- 
cination, both privately and under official 
direction. 

Changes Needed in Bang’s Laws—But un- 
fortunately, with but a few exceptions, state 
laws that were drafted to conform to a test- 
and-slaughter program have not been 
changed to meet the requirements of a dis- 
ease-control plan that involves vaccination. 
This has resulted in a costly, inconvenient 
and unreasonable condition that. should be 
promptly corrected. Regardless of whether 
or not they are vaccinating breeders have 
no choice but to continue to blood test in 
order to maintain accreditation. 

The condemnation of vaccinated cattle 
that react is inexcusable and wasteful, 
particularly in a world that is hungry for 
dairy products—(unless they are animals of 
low producing or breeding value and in the 
midst of a storm of abortion). When cattle 
are properly vaccinated, they should react 
and to date there has been no evidence sub- 
mitted as to why they should or may become 
negative within a certain specified length 
of time. Only because of control laws in 
certain states that provide for the payment 
of indemnity for reactors, an age limit of 
24 months within which heifers should be- 
come negative has been arbitrarily estab- 
lished by state officials. True, the .ma- 
jority of vaccinated calves usually become 
negative within 24 months, but what if they 
don’t? 

Absurdity of “24-Months-Old” Rule— 
Consider the absurdity of the Bang’s regula- 
tions under which the cattle industry is 
operating. The vaccinated heifer that reacts 
any time before she is twenty-four months 
of age is legally safe; and may be a favored 
member of an accredited herd; whereas her 
sister that reacts after she is past twenty- 
four months of age is legally a danger to 
the herd and must die in order to save the 

accreditation certificate. It would be inter- 
esting to have a scientific explanation as to 
why a heifer that has been properly im- 
munized can on a certain date suddenly be- 
come a menace, particularly when there 
may be no change in her blood-test titer. 
If there is no scientific reason for concern 
about such a reacting heifer, then it is time 
that regulations are changed so that the re- 
tention of such an animal will not be respon- 
sible for the cancellation of an accredited 


certificate, or will complicate and interfere 
with interstate shipments of members of the 
herd, including herself. If there is no good 
reason, then regulations should be promptly 
changed before there is any more unneces- 
sary cattle wastage. 

“Blood Test Measures Resistance to 
Bang’s”—It is unfortunate that cattle 
breeders have not been more thoroughly 
drilled in the knowledge that regardless of 
whether an animal has contracted a virulent 
form of Bang’s Disease, or has been vac- 
cinated as a protection against it, the same 
reaction to the blood test usually follows. 
Perhaps leaders in disease control have 
failed in their duty when they have not 
made it clear to cattle men that the so- 
called blood reaction is in reality a measure 
of the degree of resistance which an animal 
has towards Bang’s Disease. 

Fortunately, all animals, including us hu- 
man beings, have the power to develop a 
resistance to infection as nature changes 
our blood-streams after we have been ex- 
posed to disease. One of the several com- 
plex protections with which all of us are 
endowed is the ability to increase the anti- 
bodies sometimes called the policemen of 
the body that battle for all animals in the 
fight against disease. The agglutination 
test measures the anti-bodies* 

*Antibody is defined as: “A body or sub- 
stance produced within the human body or 
any other living organism, or introduced 
artificially as an antitoxin (vaccine) that 
tends to counteract certain germs or their 
products which may be injurious to the or- 
ganism: present in the blood and fluids of 
immune animals.” 

The degree of reaction as recorded by the 
blood test is therefore in reality a measure 
of resistance to infection; and every cattle- 
man should know that there is no way of 
distinguishing between a reaction caused by 
infection and a reaction caused by vaccine. 

The $64.00 Question—Since Bang’s infec- 
tion and vaccination against Bang’s Disease 
produce a similar reaction in official blood 
tests, what sound reason is there for elimin- 
ating vaccinated reactors ? 

It is obvious that the present absurd 
methods can result only in the destruction 
of at least a portion of the very same dis- 
ease-resistant cattle that have been attained 
through vaccination, and that are needed by 
their owners. \ 

Authorities have repeatedly stated that 
an animal SHOULD react after vaccina- 
tion. If such is the case, what justifiable

Purples in the First Major Show go to Tolan Herd 


the “big time” Aberdeen-Angus fair 

circuit when Doddie fans were treat- 
ed to a most encouraging display of the 
breed at the Illinois State Fair. The Doddie 
show at Springfield was the largest of the 
beef breeds with some twenty-three breed- 
ers, augmented by junior exhibitors, bring- 
ing out 154 cattle. 

Placings were made by Dale Fletcher, of 
Bethel Farm, Pine Plains, New York. It 
was not an easy show to judge due to the 
wide difference in the condition of the ani- 
mals, a disparity born of the four year ab- 
sence of major show ring competition. 
However, when the final line ups were pre- 
sented for ribbon awards Judgeg 
Fletcher had his selections uni- 
formly placed and they made a 
very attractive, and popular, dis- 
play of the breed. 

A truly outstanding exhibit of 
the best in Aberdeen-Angus mas- 
culinity opened the show when 
the seventeen aged bulls were led 
out. Due to the long drouth in 
the matter of major show compe- 
tition this class presented some 
well known herd sires brought 
together for the first time. And 
it was from this class that the 
grand champion bull of the show, 
as well as the reserve champion, 
was destined to come. It took 
one of the most talked of bulls 
of the breed, the thick, smooth, 
masculine Eileenmere 500th to 
eventually head this great bull 
group. 

But it was not a walkaway 
victory for J. Garrett Tolan, of 
Pleasant Plains, Illinois, for the 
bull in second place, Eric B. 10th, 
Shown by Frank Bradley & Sons, 
of Avon, Illinois, attracted much 
ringside comment. Champion of 
the Ohio show in 1945, a son of Black Bur- 
ger 2d, by Black Burgess of Sunbeam, this 
bull was recently acquired by the Bradley 
herd. 

Another very good bull occupied third 
position, Blackcap Barry of Wilton, from 
the Otto G. Nobis herd at Davenport, Iowa. 
Champion of the 1946 National Western 
this good bull served to make for one of 
the greatest bull classes assembled in many 
years. Great Oaks, of Michigan, with Bar 
Blackbird of Lin Lo; Warner Grove, of 
Ohio with General W. G. Eric; Tolan with 
Eileenmere 700th and Leslie Hamilton, of 
Illinois, with Glenside Bell Boy occupied 
the positions from fourth to seventh. 

Fourteen senior yearlings were paraded 
with Great Oaks, of Michigan, heading the 
class with Great Oaks Elbamar 2d, a thick, 
typy son of Bethel Blackmar Jr. Pressing 
for top honors was the Tolan entry, H. P. 
Blackbird’s Lad, with third spot occupied 
by another promising sire, Eileenmere R. 
2ist, shown by a newer breeder, Charles M. 
Rundles & Son, of El Paso, Illinois. A 
number of breeders new to big top compe- 
tition were found in the money in this class. 

In the junior yearling class Tolan entries 
began piling up firsts which eventually re- 
sulted in thirteen blues in eighteen classes. 
First prize junior yearling was Eileenmere

999th, followed in second place with Hard- 
wickmere 118th. Forrest Lemons, of IIli-

The summer yearling show brought out 
fourteen potential herd headers with Tolan’s 
Eileenmere 1000th, a great son of Eileen- 
mere 500th, heading the class.

Ten bull calves provided an interesting 
class for Judge Fletcher, who picked as his 
top the Nobis entry, Bandolier 145th of Wil- 
ton. A Tolan calf was second, Great Oaks 
stood third, and Ralph Smith Farms, of 
Missouri, had fourth in RLS Prince Eric 2d, 
a son of Prince Eric of Sunbeam. Given 
more time, this bull gives promise of mak- 
ing it tough at later shows for other calves 
of his age. 

As a lad of nine J. Garrett Tolan walked 
the tanbark at Springfield for the first 
time. A lot of Aberdeen-Angus history 
has been made since that time, and a lot of 
it by Mr. Tolan, but it is doubtful if the 
master breeder of Sangamon county got a 
bigger show ring thrill than when the first 
and second place winners were called out 
to decide the bull championship of the 1946 
Illinois State Fair. If ever a Doddie bull 
was presented to a critical audience that 
was harder to fault than Eileenmere 500th 
none of the veteran show ring followers 
could remember. This outstanding son of 
the International grand champion, Eileen- 
mere 85th, was presented by the Tolans in 
the peak of condition. From his masculine 
and perfect head to his pins Eileenmere 
500th was as near unbeatable as a bull

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ERTAIN Administration officials who 

urged President Truman to sign the 

second effort by Congress to renew 
the OPA law now are wishing that they 
had not been too hasty in advising him to 
veto the first. 

They see the controls they had built up 
slipping away from them under Price De- 
control Board interpretation of the law. 
Some have urged the President to call 
Congress into a special session, while others 
are demanding the resignations of the 
Board members and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Clinton Anderson. 

Whether for good or bad, there isn’t any 
doubt but that OPA has lost its grip on 
prices. It also is rapidly losing its temper. 

OPA Administrator Paul Porter was so 
upset by failure of the Board to return milk 
to price control that he hinted he might try 
to get around the Board. Referring to the 
release of milk controls, he told a news con- 
ference: 

“The horse is out of the stable now, but I 
think we’ll lasso him and get. him back.” 

Chairman Roy Thompson of the Board re- 
sented Porter’s statement and told him so. 
“Milk will go under price control only when 
the Board decides it should, if ever,’”’ Thomp- 
son said. 


The decision on live stock and meats was 
the toughest which the Board had to make. 
Evidence submitted by producers, slaughter- 
ers and government agencies left the Board 
no alternative but to find that recontrol 
was mandatory under two of the three 
guides set up by Congress. 

Meat supplies are short of demand and 
prices had increased over June 30th ceilings, 
plus subsidies. The sticker was whether re- 
control was practicable and in the public 
interest. 

Despite the statement by a former OPA 
official who testified that in four years as 
meat enforcement chief he had found no 
evidence of ceiling violations on live stock, 
the overwhelming evidence was that black 
markets under OPA had disrupted the en- 
tire live stock and meat industry. 

Against the evidence of past. failure, the 
Board decided to take the OPA’s word that 
it could and would prevent black marketing 
under the new law. Porter hired 2,500 new 
agents and instructed them to do the job. 

If the OPA fails there isn’t much doubt 
but that Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
will order decontrol and the Board will back 
him up. Anderson last spring told Congress 
that unless the live stock and meat regula- 
tions could be enforced they ought to be 
abandoned. 


Initial actions by Anderson under the new 
Price Control law indicate that he will not. 
be slow in ordering decontrol of agricultural 
commodities. He, however, does not “stay 
put” very well. 

Farm organization representatives in 
Washington repeatedly have complained 
that just when they thought they had 
Anderson on their side, they have found 


_him lined up with the other side. They com- 


plain that he lacks consistency. 
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Labor representatives have made the 
same complaint. Before the Decontrol 
Board decision on grains, live stock, oil 
seeds and milk, Anderson and Porter were 
called to the White House. Afterward the 
White House “grapevine” spread the re- 
port that “Anderson and Porter have reach- 
ed complete understanding and agreement.” 

Immediately that was interpreted to 
mean that Anderson had been “persuaded” 
to go along with the OPA policy of retain- 
ing firm controls. Anderson, however, said 
nothing. He did tell his subordinates, 
though, to “cooperate” with the OPA. 

The OPA complained bitterly and public- 
ly when Anderson ordered several minor 
food items removed from price control and 
the price increased on others. Newspaper 
stories, however, that Anderson and Porter 
engaged in a “row” were not true. 

It wasn’t until Anderson ordered OPA— 
as the law gives him authority to do—to 
increase ceiling prices on cattle and hogs 


that the USDA-OPA fight broke into the : 


open. The.President was in Bermuda and 
Anderson left for New Mexico and a long 
vacation while the rucus was at its height. 

Labor supporters of price control—and 
the Democratic Administration—charged 
that Anderson was circumventing the law 
and making control meaningless by “un- 
reasonable and unwarranted price _in- 
creases.” 


Few here doubt but that Anderson’s per- 
sonal leanings are toward a more rapid de- 
control than President Truman wants. But 
they are quick to point out that he is a 
political appointee and a member of the 
President’s Cabinet. 

Those who expect him to defy Presidential 
wishes are doing wishful thinking. He is a 
member of the Administration “team” and 
will not stray too far from Administra- 
tion policy. 

Anderson has political ambitions, and he 
has no intention of divorcing himself from 
party authority. _Late last winter a New 
Mexico delegation urged him to resign and 
run for governor of the state. 

Anderson liked the idea and so took the 
delegation to see Mr. Truman in the hope 
of receiving Presidential blessings. The 
President, however, said emphatically that. 
he did not approve of the idea and that he 
needed Anderson in Washington. 

Friends of the Secretary think that he’ll 
quit not later than 1948 to get into home 
state politics. It is no secret that he was 
not physically up to the hard work and long 
hours of managing the nation’s food pro- 
gram and that he went from a Washington 
hospital to New Mexico to recuperate. 


The job of being Secretary of Agriculture 
is one of the toughest in Washington—and 
it isn’t made any easier by remote control 
from the White House. Henry Wallace had 
his troubles and Claude Wickard couldn’t 
handle the job to suit the President. 

Chester Davis, as War Food Administra- 
tor, took over most of the responsibilities as 
Secretary, but when the White House 
double-crossed him he threw the job in the 
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President’s face and quit. Marvi 

tried it next, but he wasn’t happy p Ben: 
Anderson hasn’t made the reputation ac 

Secretary that he did as chairman of the 

House Food Investigating Committee be 

is inclined to believe that he hasn’t had as 

much cooperation as he should have had, 


More troubles are stacking up for the 
Secretary of Agriculture during the next 
two years. Agriculture is in a vulnerable 
position—likely to be the first to feel the 
depression blow when it comes. 

Land prices are again inflated—geared to 
present high prices of farm products—anq 
the farm mortgage debt has turned upward 
for the first time in thirteen years. 

Production has been expanded by more 
than forty per cent above pre-war to meet 
unprecedented demand at home and abroad, 
The foreign market already has begun to 
decline, as relief shipments are curtailed, 
and farmers next year may find themselves 
with at least a ten per cent smaller market, 

Anderson, facing the prospect of either 
returning to tight production controls or 
finding a bigger market, is concentrating 
on the latter. He is placing great reliance 
on the Agricultural Research Act passed un- 
animously by Congress and signed by the 
President. on August 14th. 

Chairman John Flannagan of the House 
Agriculture Committee called the research 
act “the most important agricultural legis- 
lation ever enacted,” and President Truman 
added: 

“Our greatest peace time agricultural 
problem is the efficient marketing of ade- 
quate quantities of the right kinds of food 
and other farm products. The basis re- 
search provided in this bill wil] help solve 
the problem, and will be of great value to 
future generations.” 

Sponsors of the research program, in- 
cluding Anderson, believe that farm pro- 
duction can be maintained and _ surpluses 
avoided if the distribution problem can be 
solved. The bill provides for a greatly ex- 
panded program of research aimed at im- 
proved production methods, better nutrition, 
discovery of new and useful crops, expanded 
use of farm products, and at a reduction in 
the spread between farm prices and con- 
sumer costs through more efficient market- 
ing. 

Congress will be asked early next ses- 
sion to appropriate $9,500,000.00 for the 
first year of operation. That amount will 
increase until it reaches $61,000,000.00 in 
1951. States which cooperate in the research 


will match a major portion of the federal: 


contribution. 


One of the measures of importance to live 
stock growers which slipped through Con- 
gress almost unnoticed in the closing days 
was the bill establishing Swan Island as a 
live stock quarantine station. 

Swan Island is a little dot on the map, 
300 miles south of the western tip of Cuba 
and 150 miles north of the eastern tip of 
rire Few people ever heard of it be- 
ore.

discussed. “Red Clover was first discover- 
ed in Flanders and taken to England and 
used in the first rotation with wheat, tur- 
nips, oats, clover, and then wheat again,” 
said Dr. Dorsey.

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New Winter Pasture Grass 


Australian Subterranean Clover has much Promise 


cattle or other live stock take on a 

sleek, glossy coat of hair and get fat 
and full of pep when turned out on green 
spring pasture? They do all this because 
there are vital elements—vitamins—in that 
green pasture. There are untold millions of 
tons of grass throughout the entire South 
on which our cattle can graze all winter 
long. But as feed it is worthless after a 
few frosts hit it because it 1s devitalized, 
that is, all the vitamins are killed. Ber- 
muda, carpet grass, our famous lespedeza 
clover—all alike become as dead as our cot- 
ton stalks in winter. 

But there is a solution to this winter 
grazing and many of our cattlemen are 
turning to pasture crops that will not suffer 
from frost. Among these new winter graz- 
ing crops is a_ recent importation from 
Australia. It is Subterranean Clover, grown 
in quantity for the first time in the United 
States in 1940 by the Oregon Experimental 
Station and now spread all the way across 
the entire south from Texas to the Atlantic. 


Australian Subterranean Clover has 
grown for centuries as a roadside weed in 
South Europe and North Africa; it was car- 
ried to Australia by accident; grew there; 
and its feed value discovered there. Many 
varieties are widely grown in this great 
South Pacific island now. But of all the 
many varieties only two have been found 
thus far to be satisfactory in the U. S. 
These are Mt. Barker and Tallarook. It 
will be well to hold this in mind when buy- 
ing seed. . 

This clover was imported by agronomists 
in Oregon in the hopes of finding a clover 
suitable for reclaiming the washed-down 
and bleached-out hillsides of Oregon that 
had become too eroded and depleted of top- 
soil to longer be of any use to the farmers 
of that State. Subterranean clover was just 
what they needed. For it is suitable for 
well-drained hill sides and does “take” on 
soil too poor to support a “take” of white 
clover, crimson, or red clover. It. is not 
tolerant of low, flat, poorly-drained soil 
anywhere in the U. S. It is tolerant of acid 
soil but it has not yet been determined as to 
how well it will take on alkaline soils. 

How should seed bed be prepared? By 
breaking and harrowing and fallowing two 
months before seeding by repeated harrow- 
ings. Do not break the second time. Should, 
lime, slag, or other chemical] fertilizers be 
applied? Your local county agent or local 
state agronomist will help you here. Soil 
can become too depleted of organic matter 
for even subterranean clover and will have 
to be treated. Should winter cover crops 
be used on soil before subterranean clover 
is seeded? It may be necessary. But 
ordinarily this clover “takes” and makes a 
good stand on unusually poor soil. 

At what time of the year should it be 
seeded? In the fall of the year. In the 
central South where I live this would be 
around early part of October. It should 
not be sown until there is some moisture in 
the soil, 

How many seed to the acre? Eight or 
ten pounds. How sown? Broadcast it if 
possible and cover very lightly. If seeded 
on oat. land seed subterranean after seeding

the oats and cover very lightly or not at 
all. Rains here in my part of the South 
will cover it. 

Always should seed be innoculated. The 
same cultures that innoculate white, crim- 
son, or alsike clovers will innoculate this 
seed. Innoculated seed may be mixed with 
slag, and then the slag mixed with dry 
pulverized stable manure and this scattered 
on the soil. It is well to seed early in morn- 
ing and cover at once. Innoculated seed 
should not come in contact with noon-day 
sun. 

This is a winter annual and does its 
growing in late fall, winter, and early 
spring. Each community will have to deter- 
mine at what particular time in the fall of 
the year will be best for germination of 
seed. By mid-winter it should afford short 
grazing. If soil is rich and you are far 
enough South you may have good grazing 
by January Ist. 

If the winter is a wet one, care must be 
exercised for fear of injury by tramping. 
Any clover may be injured by tramping. In 
January, February, and March this clover 
should reach a height sufficient to give 
much grazing and on such winter pasture 
all live stock including hogs, sheep, and 
poultry, as well as cattle thrive. 

Subterranean clover may be seeded on 
existing turf. In such case not much graz- 
ing may be expected the first season. Seed 
for such seeding should be innoculated of 
course. Such seeding should be made in the 
fall of the year. 

When seed begins to form in May all live 
stock should be taken off, for this is an an- 
nual legume and must reseed itself each 
year. At reseeding itself it is a very suc- 
cessful plant for a part of the seed burs 
push down in the soil from one-half to one 
inch thus making reseeding almost certain. 
At Sikeston, in southeast. Missouri, where 
it has been under experiment for twenty 
years it has uniformly reseeded itself year 
after year. At Sikeston it has withstood 
twenty below zero without injury other 
than to the leaves. Sikeston is about as far 
north as it has been grown in the Middle 
West. On the Pacific Coast it has been 
ee clear up to the northern limit. of the 


Now as for hay. The soil must be suf- 
ficiently good or there will not be much 
hay but on good soil it yields as heavy as 
four tons of hay to the acre. This is the 
top and banner yield. This clover is a low- 
growing crop, the stems taking the form of 
vines. It makes an unusually dense mass 
of vegetation and therefore is good at chok- 
ing out weeds. 

But to come back to seed. By threshing 
the hay, by use of a pan in mowing, and by 
use of a suction apparatus devised by Ore- 
gon State Experimental Station as much 
as 400 pounds of seed have been taken from 
an acre. This, too, is tops and is not the 
average by any means. The seeds are in 
burs. Seed may also be had by use of a 
combine. Seed usually sells at $1.00 per 
pound. Some of the seed houses supplying 
seed are: Engbretson Seed Co., Astoria, Ore- 
gon; Chas. Lily Seed House, Seattle; E. F. 


Burlingham, Forest Grove, Oregon; Ben 
Elmer, Mulino, Oregon. Ben is the largest 
grower of this clover in the country. Eng- 
bretson is the principal importer of the seed. 
Ben Elmer sells his own seed. 

Seed may be sown with companion grass- 
es such as ryegrass, orchard grass, red fes- 
cue, alta fescue, or highland bentgrass. In 
some localities it is sown with foxtail. This 
is for Pacific Coast sowing. It may be 
-_ with many other companion grasses 
also.

This is one of the many ideas received 
by the 100 members of the Pennsylvania 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association at 
the annual field day program, held Satur- 
day, July 20th, 1946. The informal pro- 
gram was staged at the farm of H. Webb 
Smith, Millville, Columbia County, and the 
Smith Aberdeen-Angus herd was used to 
demonstrate part of the educational pro- 
gram. Leaders of the industry joined with 
live stock men from the Pennsylvania State 


N fais i made Pennsylvania’s rolling 


College in providing the stimulating discus- 
sions of virtually every phase of the busi- 


ness. 

W. B. “Bill” Connell, extension live stock 
specialist from the college, served as mas- 
ter of ceremonies and took time to add an 
educational touch, declaring, “Never before 
in the history of the beef cattle industry 
have you breeders had the opportunity to 
make your herds more efficient through 
the use of better sires and a thorough cul- 
ling job. It is only such a program that 
will give the ‘Blacks’ their place in Penn- 
sylvania’s future beef industry.” 

After stating that “pasture is the key- 
note of any successful and economic beef 
program” J. B. R. Dickey, veteran exten- 
sion agronomist, told the breeders what 
they can do to make their pastures more 
productive. He encouraged adequate fer- 
tilizing of pastures and asserted that such 
expenditures “will pay dividends”. 

The agronomist stirred numerous ques- 
tions from the breeders and was busy all 
morning and afternoon answering queries 
on individual problems. During his discus- 
sion he explained that in this state, a pas- 
ture program should have two phases, one 
for permanent pastures and the other for 
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supplementary pastures that will carry the 
live stock during hot, dry summer months. 
He drew from experiences of many farm- 
ers to show that a mixture of Ladino clover 
and orchard grass can provide an ideal com- 
bination in summer pastures that will sus- 
tain herds when “the regular blue grass 
pasture falls off.” 

James F. Torrence, of Export, president 
of the state association, presided for the 
day’s program. He was accompanied to 
the field day by Arthur H. James, former 
Governor of Pennsylvania. 

In a brief, but thought provoking talk, 
Milton Miller, eastern fieldman for the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As-

Some argue 
that we are getting our cattle too small ror 
economical use of. roughage and for maxi- 
mum feed lot gains. They point to cur- 
rent trend in the beef breeds toward a tidy, 
showy type but raise the question of 
economical gains. 

As far as Aberdeen-Angus are concerned 
there is one veteran feeder of top Blacks 
who is not too much concerned over the 
size question.

They were good type 
calves from a cow herd that was smooth 
and thrifty, but not large, and they were 
sired by good type bulls. They looked like 
calves that would go ahead. 

These “little Blacks” from the Marcus 
Snyder herd in Montana have proved to be 
about as good a doing bunch of cattle as 
the Illinois man has ever fed. Started out 
slowly last winter they have been packing 
on pounds and growth. From their initial 
November weight of 348 pounds two loads 
marketed in early July in Chicago averaged

906 pounds and attracted a lot of buyer 
attention. This eight-month weight gain 
of 555 pounds figures out around 2.3 pounds 
a day from Montana to Chicago. Where 
top quality is a factor in feeding operations, 
as it is on this Doddie farm, this gain is 
considered very satisfactory by Mr. Kemmis. 

The remainder of the “little Blacks” are 
going ahead putting on the pounds and a 
fair share of them will find their way to 
Chicago around International time. Mr. 
Kemmis has marketed the better end of his 
Aberdeen-Angus crop at this time of year 
for some time and five times—in 1939, 1941, 
1942, 1943 and 1944 has shown car lots at 
Chicago. His preference for the Blacks is 
of many years standing as a feeder. For as 
he points out they can be fed to almost any 
weight, baby beef or two year olds, show- 
ing the smoothness, thick fleshing and 
dressing percentage that attracts packer 
buyers. 

However, the start of the pure bred herd 
on the Kemmis farm was not due alone to 
the success in the feed lot with Black cat- 
tle. But as Mr. Kemmis explains it, not a 
great deal of “pushing” was required to

Meet at Dr. C. R. Harken Farm, August Ith 


to dampen the enthusiasm of breeders 

and their families attending the Iowa 
Southern Field day August 11th at the 
headquarters farm of Dr. C. R. Harken at 
Osceola, Iowa. As it was the rain held off 
and the more than 200 guests present had 
a most comfortable and worthwhile day. 

Following the late morning inspection of 
the Harken Farms females and impressive 
herd bull battery, and the well designed 
buildings and yards which make the head- 
quarters farm an ideal beef cattle establish- 
ment, the picnic lunch was served. This 
over-plentiful repast was served under the 
huge trees on the spacious front lawn of 
the headquarters farm home. 

With the veteran Doddieman John V. 
Arney, of Leon, presiding, the afternoon 
program got under way. Following the wel- 
coming remarks by Dr. Harken the main 
talk of the day was given by M. F. Grimes, 
of Chicago, assistant secretary of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation. Mr. Grimes mentioned that since 
the Association’s fiscal year starting Octo- 
ber 1st there have been held 137 auction 
sales of pure bred cattle in thirty-seven 
states. In these sales 8,697 head have sold 
for an average of $550.00 per head, a mod- 
ern record for the breed. 

“These sales denote the nation-wide inter- 
est in the breed,” Mr. Grimes pointed out, 
“but they also show us that the average 
farmer and breeder, interested in better 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, can still get a foot- 
hold in the business without an excessive 
investment. Average prices are still within 
reason.” 

Turning to the top sales of the breed in

the last year, and mentioning specifically 
the Fullerton, Grand River and Tolan aver- 
ages Mr. Grimes pointed out that back of 
the prices realized in these sales were the 
services of great bulls—breed improving 
bulls. “Analyze any successful auction and 
you will find that back of the average made 
are the improvements worked by a great 
breeding bull.” 

The assistant secretary next touched on 
Aberdeen-Angus progress as reflected in 
membership, registration and_ transfer 
figures of the Association. In 1945 a new 
record was set with 1,485 new Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders joining the Association. 
“From all present indications this all-time 
record will be surpassed in the current fis- 
cal year,” Mr. Grimes said. He also men- 
tioned that present figures indicate that the 
Association will record around 75,000 cattle 
this year and that figures on transfers may 
be close to the 70,000 mark. The speaker 
stated that the great number of new men 
joining the Doddie ranks offered a distinct 
challenge to the older membership in seeing 
that these men are started out right. “Our 
breed has the record that once a man has 
started with Aberdeen-Angus there is very 
seidom a change to any other breed. Let us 
keep it that way by giving all the assistance 
we can to new men.” 

Speaking of records Mr. Grimes pointed 
out that in inter-breed steer competition last 
year all over the country 70 per cent of the 
grand championships went to Aberdeen-An-

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written, which dealt. with the great 

show cow Barbara McHenry 138th and 
some of her descendants, I have spent two 
months at my Iowa farm where I started 
both as a breeder and as a showman of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

It was on this farm that both Glenfoil 
Thickset and Oakville Quiet Lad were pre- 
pared for their spectacular show yard per- 
formances which carried them both through 
to an International grand championship 
and one of them to three of this highest 
honor of all. And it was on a farm, the tarm 
of my birth only a few miles distant, that I 
fitted my very first show cattle. Natural- 
ly, this setting restored memories which ad- 
vantageously could be made a part of these 
articles and under this environment I should 
have been inspired to write fluently and 
well on the subject of my Tan Bark Mem- 
ories. This was the case but I did not do 
it because my time was completely occupied 
with other matters. Things of seeming- 
ly more importance than writing these mem- 
ories which probably but few are interested 
in reading anyway pressed for my attention 
so that the matter of writing was dropped 
altogether during that interval. 

Since returning to the west coast, how- 
ever, and finding a litt'e time for reflection, 

am reminded of some of the incidents 
which I should have put down on paper at 
the time. Among other things, I attended 
several auction sales of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in both the middle west and on the 
Atlantic coast, which gave me the oppor- 
tunity of meeting a few of the remaining 
friends of my eaviy show yard days and the 
chance to talk over with them some of our 
experiences of the past. Such extremely 
early friends as John Brown, J. Garrett 
Tolan and J. M. Tudor being among them. 

My contacts with these friends gave me 
renewed faith in the possibility of making 
these memories interesting to others, as I 
was assured by them that the incidents I 
have touched upon so far coincide with their 
own recollections of the days of which I 
have thus far written. 

Another such friend who has recently 
given me this assurance is Alex McDonald, 
now of the University of California, and one 
of the best known showmen and judges of 
today. Alex visited me recently at our 
California ranch, a few miles north of the 
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beautiful city of Santa 
Barbara and almost 
within a stone’s throw 
of the deep blue wa- 
ters of the Pacific 
Ocean. A setting quite 
in contrast to the 
great agricultural 
mid-west where Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were first introduced into 
the United States and where most of their 
colorful American history has been made. 

The middie west offers an ideal environ- 
ment for Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and as a 
result they have accomplished wonders 
there but it is characteristic of the breed to 
do wel: under all types of climatic and soil 
conditions. We have found that our cattle 
do as well in sunny California as they do in 
Washington State or Iowa, our other two 
locations. The contrast between California 
and Iowa as observed from our particular 
location in California is that here the only 
natural source of summer moisture comes 
from the early morning fogs which rol] in 
from the nearby Pacific, while Iowa is not- 
ed for its lush summer verdance. 

Alex McDonald, who grew to manhood in 
the country of the breed’s birth under the 
tutelage of some of the master breeders of 
Aberdeenshire and Perthshire including the 
owner of the great Harviestoun herd, J. 
Ernest Kerr, remarked on the significance 
of this fact. He first came to Iowa where 
he spent several years with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle befcre locating in California more 
than thirty years ago. He is, therefore, as 
good an authority as I know upon the ready 
adaptability of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
varied soil and climatic conditions. He has 
witnessed all of the phenomenal progress 
the breed has made in California and other 
parts of the west. He brought the first 
specimens of the breed to this state for the 
University farm at Davis, California, ap- 
proximately thirty-four years ago. As these 
animals, two heifers and a bull, came from 
my infant herd in Iowa, I have experienced 
a peculiar pride and satisfaction in follow- 
ing the outstanding accomplishments of the 
breed in this part of the country, as it start- 
ed with the introduction of these three ani- 
mals into what was then a hostile territory 
for anything but the Hereford. I am happy 
to relate now, however, that due to the per- 
severance of the early supporters of the 
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breed in _ this 
western country, 
this condition has 
been entirely 
changed with the 
result that both 
Hereford and 
Shorthorn breed- 
ers now welcome 
the Aberden-An- 
gus as a friendly 
and worthy com- 
petitor in the 
West. 

But all of this 
is more or less apart from my subject. It 
is an example of how difficuit it is for me 
to stay closely within a given topic when | 
have an opportunity to say a good word in 
behalf of the many admirable qualities of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. So please pardon 
this interlude on this basis. 

Returning to my main theme, John Brown 
told me at the time of our recent visit in 
Illinois, at the conclusion of the epoch mak- 
ing Tolan sale, that my early recollections 
of Mr. McHenry were vividly realistic to 
him. And he knew Mr. McHenry as few 
others did. He told me that his only 
criticism of my accounts of Mr. McHenry 
was that they were too meager, or, as | 
would interpret what he said, perhaps too 
restrained. He said, for instance, that in 
my statement that I knew of at least one 
night that Mr. McHenry slept in the show 
barn next to his cattle, that this was quite 
a common practice for him. Although he 
always maintained a room at a hotel up- 
town he preferred sleeping in the barn with 
the caretakers of the cattle. He was al- 
ways one of the first up in the morning and 
he delighted in helping with the early ex- 
ercising of the cattle and other nocessary 
chores. This is as I remember Mr. Mc- 
Henry also but. I wanted to be real sure of 
my grounds before mentioning it.

HE activities of the Oklahoma Aber- 
7 deen-Angus Breeders’ Association are 

not too extensive when one considers 
the activities of the Association as such, 

There is held each year in March a State 
sale. This is similar to other state sales, 
and although, the cattle entered are requir- 
ed to come up to a minimum of quality and 
type, this event is chiefly an opportunity 
for the beginner and small breeder to mar- 
ket his cattle. The older, larger operators 
enter cattle as they are needed to make a 
satisfactory number, so even though this 
is an opportunity for the beginner, it has 
the whole-hearted support of every Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder in the State. 

For the past two or three years, there 
has been a Regional sale held at Tulsa in 
October. Although this is sponsored by 
the Southwestern Regional Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, most of the duties 
are performed by members of the Oklahoma 
Association because they are close to the 
seat of operations.

Then, too, there is held each year a State 
Aberdeen-Angus Field Day. This Field Day 
is held on a breeder’s farm and starting last 
year, it was used to interest and encourage 
the 4-H and F. F, A. members. There was 
held last year in connection with the Field 
Day for the first. time, an Aberdeen-Angus 
judging contest for F. F. A. teams and a 
separate contest for 4-H club teams. This 
resulted in several hundred young interest- 
ed live stock men participating in the con- 
test and having the opportunity to study 
good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

This program is being continued this 
year. It has the support of individual 
breeders as well as the Association, and 
there is being offered each year $200.00 or 
$300.00 prize money, part by the State As- 
sociation and part by individual breeders. 

The big accomplishment of the state 
breeders is not what they do as an Associa- 
tion, but what is done by members of the 
Association working as individuals. I have 
a distinct feeling that there is no more pro- 


gressive nor aggressive group of breeders 
in the United States than are the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders in Oklahoma. Although 
they certainly do not take any undue ad- 
vantage of anyone, they do take advantage 
of the opportunity of recounting the virtues 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on every appro- 
priate occasion. 

It is the plan this year for the President 
and Secretary of the Association to visit 
every breeder of registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in the State. When this is accom- 
plished, it is possible that the Association 
activities may be enlarged, but. I feel sure 
that the Association activities will never re- 
place nor will they ever be as important as 
the activities of the individual breeders. 

The activities of the breeders have 
brought Aberdeen-Angus cattle to the at- 
tention of people in Oklahoma as well as 
other sections of the Southwest and are di- 
rectly responsible for a very rapid increase 
in interest in and number of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle in the state. 


[ .. The Makings of a Cattleman . . 
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JIMMY RAY, 10, and his “back yard” Champion 


ASS COUNTY, IOWA, has long been 

known for the quality of its pure bred 
~~ Aberdeen-Angus cattle and the reputa- 
tion of the Doddie steers turned out in its 
feedlots. As a result it has some boys and 
girls in club work with a beef cattle herit- 
age and background that means a lot in 4-H 
competition. All of which makes for some 
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stiff classes at the annual county show at 
Atlantic. 

But this year the steer grand champion- 
ship was won by a first year 4-H contender, 
just 10 years of age, and a town boy at. 
that. Young Jimmy Ray, of Atlantic, Iowa, 
has always been interested in live stock and 
he has always considered it his misfortune 


that he lived in town. But this did not stop 
him last fall when it came time to select 
calves for 1946 competition. With only a 
back yard in town for his feed lot Jimmy 
purchased three steers, two of them com- 
ing from the Botna Valley Breeders’ Sale at 
Atlantic. One of these steers Jimmy fed and. 
exhibited to championship of the Aberdeen- 
Angus division and the interbreed grand 
championship, while the other steer stood 
second in class to the champion. The two 
calves originated in the herd of Howard 
Christie, of Villisca, Iowa, and weighed 420 
and 510 pounds, respectively, on January 
lst. The smaller Black, however, really 
responded to feed and by fair time in Aug- 
ust weighed 960 pounds against 970 pounds 
for his. second place steer that originally 
weighed 510 pounds and 965 pounds for an- 
other steer that placed fifth and which 
weighed 560 pounds January Ist. In ad- 
dition Jimmy had a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer that he fed and exhibited to 
fourth place in class. Jimmy admits that 
he was a little cramped for space in his back 
yard, but believes that if he can keep on 
feeding he will eventually take care of the 
problem of added acreage. 

A practical example of what Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders can do to encourage 4-H 
boys and girls was offered in the pure bred 
heifer show at Atlantic this year. The 
Botna Valley Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation last year put on a judging contest 
and sale of steer calves and pure bred heif- 
ers. Prizes in the judging contest were lib- 
eral awards in the form of credit toward the 
purchase of a heifer from a member of the 
Association, either at the auction or at pri- 
vate treaty. The first, third and fourth 
prize Aberdeen-Angus heifers in the breed- 
ing class show were secured by their young 
owners from Botna Valley Breeders as a 
result of the credit won in the judging con- 
test. 

This judging contest will be repeated at 
the Botna Valley sale again this fall, with 
the proceeds to be applied against the pur- 
chase of a heifer from a member.

time. Tracing the history of the breed in 
the last three decades “Mac” mentioned the 
Doddie growth in the east, the west and the 
southwest and the current black out in the 
southern and southeastern states. 

He stated that a man contemplating get- 
ting into the Aberdeen-Angus business could 
do well to do a little figuring ahead to head 
off mistakes. “First, he should see whether 
or not he has adequate housing facilities. 
They need not be elaborate, but should be 
ample to keep the herd, especially bred 
cows and young cattle, out of the worst 
weather. Secondly, he should figure out 
just how much feed he can produce to keep 
a herd in good condition. Too many men 
put too high an estimate on the average 
carrying capacity of their pastures. Then, 
too, the new man should consider whether 
or not he has the manpower available to 
handle cattle. When this is all figured out 
the prospective breeder should decide what 
branch of the Aberdeen-Angus business he 
wishes to enter—commercial, pure 
with the sale of some fitted cattle, or a top, 
pure bred show herd.” 

Turning to some practical management 
problems “Mac” stated that during the 
gestation period a cow should receive a Ta- 
tion that would keep her in good flesh 
insure a strong calf at birth and plenty of 
milk for the calf when it gets on its feet

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The Kansas State College

Angus Cattle” states that Eyebright 2d 

71382 (7444) calved January 12, 1877, 
on the Ontario Experimental Farm, (now 
the Ontario Agricultural College) was prob- 
ably the first pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
born on the North American continent. He 
also states that she was purchased by the 
Kansas State Agricultural College (now 
Kansas State College). 

It would have been quite some distinction 
for Kansas State College to have started 
its Aberdeen-Angus herd with the first 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus born on the 
North American continent, but a careful 
check of the records shows that the first 
‘aa bred Aberdeen-Angus purchased by 

ansas State College was Eyebright 4th 
7131 (7446), calved December 15, 1880, a 
daughter of Eyebright 2d 7132 (7444). She 
was purchased for this institution by Profes- 
sor E. M. Shelton in the summer of 1881. 
Immediately after purchasing Eyebright 
4th 7131 (7446), Professor Shelton went to 
Batavia, New York, where he purchased 
from Frank H. Redfield the imported Aber- 
deen-Angus bull, Falerino 7655 (2096), 
calved January 7, 1880, and bred by Thomas 
— Kinochtry, Coupar-Angus, Scot- 
an 

Falerino had been highly commended as 
a yearling at the Highland Show’ and was 
the result of Mr. Ferguson’s policy of in- 
breeding, being by Shah 1158 (680), out of 
a daughter of Shah 1158 (680). These two

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G fangus.C in his “History of Aberdeen- 


(7446) and the bull Falerino 7655 (2096) 
were the foundation upon which an Aber- 
deen-Angus herd at Kansas State College 
was built. 

Even though Kansas State College does 
not have the distinction of establishing its 
herd with the first female born on the North 
American continent, records indicate that it 
does have the distinction of being the first. 
College in the United States to establish a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd; also of 
having brought the first Aberdeen-Angus 
female to Kansas. 


There were no classes for Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding cattle at Kansas fairs in those 
‘early days but this pair of Aberdeen-Angus 
was exhibited at the Kansas State Fair in 
1881. The third quarterly report for the 
State Board of Agriculture for the year 
1881 states that they “excited much atten- 
tion”, and in October 1881, Professor Shel- 
ton wrote—“Our Angus cattle thrive beau- 
tifully in their new home. Nothing else on 
the farm has so far done so well as our 
doddies and no breed we have ever had upon 
the College farm has received so much at- 
tention and favorable notice from visitors 
as our Angus beauties”. In May 1882 after 
these Aberdeen-Angus cattle had been on 
the College farm nearly a year, Professor 
Shelton wrote—‘Everyone inquires about 
our Angus cattle and to one and all we say 
that we have nothing in the line of horned 


cattle upon the College farm that shows 
more vigor, quality and breeding than our 
Aberdeen Polls”. This statement becomes 
all the more significant when one remem- 
bers that Professor Shelton was an ardent 
Shorthorn enthusiast. 


From this beginning in 1881, Kansas 
State College developed and maintained a 
small but. excellent herd of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle until October 17, 1897, 
this being the date when all pure bred live 
stock owned by Kansas State College was 
sold at public auction by order of the Board

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Importance of Grub Free Breeding Cattle 


have been a serious menace to the cat- 

tle industry for years. Until recently, 
little progress has been made to reduce the 
loss from the ravages of this parasite esti- 
mated by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture as between fifty and one hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year. An accurate determina- 
tion can be made of the loss on hides dam- 
aged by grubs—one-third of all produced in 
the United States—and on the twelve mil- 
lion pounds of inedible meat trimmed out 
from around grub holes in beef carcasses, 
but it is impossible to estimate accurately 
the greatest damage that results from the 
annoyance of the heel fly and the irritation 
of the grub which reduces meat and milk 
production. 

The annoyance starts when the heel flies 
make their appearance in the spring, fre- 
quently causing injuries from 
stampedes in large herds. 
The irritation occurs when 
the minute larvae, or worms, 
hatching from the eggs on 
the hair, bore through the 
skin and then burrow through 
the tissue along the digestive 
tract, sucking blood and in- 
creasing in size until they are 
about % inch long when 
they cut holes through the 
hide along the back months 
later. 

As farm boys, we pressed 
our fingers on each side of 
the hole and the’ grubs 
popped out to die on the 
ground for they were then 
not mature. If they came 
out naturally later, and soil 
conditions were not unfavorable, the 
heel flies, after a few weeks, emerged 
from the brown pupa, or shell, mated, 
laid their eggs on the hair of cattle 
and then died. 

Rotenone A Grub Killer—Now we 
have rotenone from the roots of the 
derris plant in the East Indies and 
the cube plant in South America. 
When the rotenone enters the hole 
and contacts the grubs, they die. The 
hide is still damaged, but the life 
cycle of the fly is broken. 

With small herds, the rotenone can 
be applied to the holes over the back 
with a stiff brush using a mixture 
recommended by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the proportion

water, or it can be put on as a dust using 
one pound of derris or cube mixed with two 
pounds of tripoli earth volcanic ash, or 
pyrophyllite, rubbing it in with a stiff 
brush or finger tips. 

Spraying—For larger herds an orchard 
power spraying outfit with the nozzle of the 
hose held not over 18 inches above the backs 
of the cattle, is desirable. Holding pens 
5% feet high, 8 feet wide and of the length 
needed should be provided. The operators 
stand on catwalks near the top on each 
side. The mixture for this method recom- 
mended by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture is 7142 pounds of derris or cube 
powder (5% roten- 
one) to 100 gallons 
of water. 

Breeding Herds— 
It is of particular 
importance to the 
owner of a breeding 
herd to get rid of 
grubs not only for 
appearance and bet- 
ter thrift in his cat- 
tle, but because a 
purchaser who may 
have grub-free cat- 
tle could have his 
entire herd infested 
by bringing in one 
or more grubby cat- 
tle.

each treatment of which two, 30 days apart 
are needed because some holes are cut 
through later than others. 


County Area Treatment—According to a 
survey made by the U. S. Bureau of Ento- 
mology, a total of 3,196,956 cattle were 
treated for grubs in the states west of the 
Mississippi River during the 1944-45 season 
and a still larger number in 1945-46 
Enough individual herds have now been 
treated successfully to demonstrate the ef- 
fectiveness and practicability of treating 
every infested herd in one or more counties 
in each of the range states as a starter. 
There are two important. reasons why such 
demonstrations should first be in range 
territory; (1) branded hides show a higher 
percentage damaged by grubs than native 
hides, and (2) the range is our hide source 
of supply area and usually fewer cattle are 
brought into such counties than in the corn- 
belt feeding states. 

Colorado Area Demonstration—The U. S. 


Bureau of Animal industry treated all cat- 
tle (2,295 head) in three townships In El 
Paso County, Colorado, at a cost of $200.00, 
using the hand-wash method. Practically 
all herds in those three townships were I 
fested with an average of 17 grubs per an 
mal when the area treatment was given In 
January i945. Later the grubs were eX 
tracted and it was found that 97.5% were 
kiiled by the one rotenone treatment. The

activity in that area except around the 
outer edges where the cattle were exposed 
to untreated herds. When the second treat- 
ment was given in January 1946, the aver- 
age was 5 grubs per animal, or a 70% reduc- 
tion. There were two herds that had an 
average of 17.5 grubs per animal in Janu- 
ary 1945, and 1.8 grubs per animal in Jan- 
uary 1946—an 89% reduction as a result 
of one treatment. 

With a larger area, such as a county, the 
exposure from infested herds outside would 
be relatively less. The treatment each sea- 
son for a few years would clear up the re- 
infested herds and as adjoining counties are 
free, this exposure from outside would be 
reduced greatly. 

It will be readily understood that to 
eradicate grubs completely from a given 
area, every herd must be treated; otherwise, 
free herds on adjoining farms and ranches 
will become infested. It is worth the cost 
to any rancher or farmer to have his cat- 
tle treated, and the great majority of such 
owners would be entirely willing to pay 
this expense themselves. However, there is 
nearly always a minority in any county 
that, for financial or other reasons, will not 
cooperate in such a community undertak- 
ing. Compulsory laws would only aggra- 
vate the situation. 

The logical way to get the cooperation of 
all is to have the expense shared with the 
owner by the federal government and the 
state or county as was so successfully done 
in the eradication of tuberculosis. With 
help of this kind no owner could reasonably 
refuse to have his herd treated. 

Foot-and-mouth disease, and tick fever, 
were also banished from the herds of this 
country by the cooperation of federal, state 
and county agencies. Bang’s disease is well 
on the way out under a similar plan of co- 
operation. The area plan of treatment will 
eradicate cattle grubs and there should be 
organized a national campaign with federal 
funds appropriated by the congress, con- 
ditional upon state or county cooperation. 

That this is in the national interest there 
can be no question. We have been confront- 

by a shortage of leather and meat in 
which the destruction by cattle grubs has 
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Figure 5 


been a factor. Any handicap to the cattle 
industry is of concern to every taxpayer in 
the nation. 

Cattle have the capacity to consume cer- 
tain forms of roughage that would other- 
wise go to waste. By having a sufficient 
number in the country, farmers are en- 
couraged to grow more legumes such as 
clover, alfalfa, lespedeza, etc., which draw 
nitrogen from the air, the manure from 
which increases soil fertility and future 
national wealth. 

For many years before World War II, we 
imported more beef than we exported. In 
the greater development of the cattle in- 
dustry of the United States for the future 
welfare of the nation, we should give every 
consideration to the removal of all handi- 
caps to the industry. We must not take a 
defeatist attitude and think of cattle grubs 
as a necessary evil. We should talk less 
about control and more about. eradication.

Harold Gunderson, state entomologist, 
Ames, Iowa, gave the results of a DDT 
demonstration and discussed quite at length 
this method of parasite control. 

One does not need to attend many of the 
sessions to note the greatly increased in- 
terest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle as compar- 
ed with a few years ago when not too many 
blacks were seen upon the farms of the na- 
tion. As demonstrated on this occasion, the 
new interest and the desire to gain know- 
ledge about the breed and in fact the ambi- 
tion to own a few head seems to be domin- 
ant among attending farmers. 

The Landers farm furnishes an ideal pic- 
ture of what can be done on a good Iowa 
farm in the way of diversified farming. The 
extensive feed lot, completely concrete 
floored, joins up to the spacious brick barn 
and the nearby open sheds. Here it is on 
this concrete floored, tall corn bordered, 
yard that the best fertilizer on earth is con- 
served for field use. The heighth of the corn, 
its lusty appearance, its sturdiness and the 
size of the ears at this time of year shows 
plainly that this frugle Iowa farmer knows 
the how and does it. Good Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and good corn which always follows, 
furnishes a combination that means more 
and better beef cattle on any man’s farm.

Share Championships at Timonium’s National Show 


with the Maryland State Fair was a 

great exhibition of Aberdeen-Angus, 
unquestionably the largest and finest seen 
anywhere since the International of 1941. 
Class after class included cattle of cham- 
pionship calibre and fortunate is the breed 
where the quality one looks for can be seen 
down ten, fifteen and often twenty places. 
Decisions were close in more than one class 
and two judges never worked harder than 
did Messrs. Tommy Brook, of Texas, and 
Bill Ross, of Colorado. There were but few 
cases where comment was heard that was 
in conflict with the opinion of the judges, 
and after all, every one has a license to his 
or her own opinion. Nice work and nice 
judgment, both of you. 


Mention has been made that classes were 
large, and classes showed “class”, and an 
excellent spirit was evident on the part of 
exhibitors, even when the numbers in some 
classes were so great that the showman was 
required to pose an animal for half an hour 
and occasionally longer. Possibly the arena 
was larger than it appeared, but to me there 
could have been a larger crowd of specta- 
tors. The size of the affair warranted the 
attendance of more breeders than were 
present, and the quality of the show would 
have been reason enough for anyone to be 
pleased, no matter how far they might have 
had to travel to be present. The same show 
in some sections could have attracted great- 
er numbers and should have at Timonium. 
Anyway, it seemed to me that the size of 
the crowd failed to measure up to the size 
and the quality of the show. 

But, on with the show. From the moment 
one entered the barns housing the cattle, 
and walked back of the aisle where J. Gar- 
rett Tolan Farms’ show herd was tied, it 
was apparent that the Tolan entries would 
be “rough”, and I mean “rough” competition 
for one and all regardless of what class 
might be called. Seventeen head were ex- 
hibited by the veteran Illinois breeder-show- 
man-judge and few breeders ever put to- 
gether a more impressive string of show 
cattle. After the judging “Tex” Spitzer, of 
Tolan Farms, and one who knows and does 
really “show” a beast, said “I’ve heard of 
days like this”; and that about summarizes 
the show, for class after class went out 
with the “blue” in the hands of Mr. Spitzer. 
In fairness to others, there surely were 
many good cattle, competition enough to 
have been a champion in an ordinary show. 
The heavy competition came from Great 
Oaks, of Michigan, and Wilton, of Iowa, and 
both these herds showed some very good 
cattle. 

We could possibly go on and mention dif- 
ferent class winners, but that detailed in- 
formation is found in the list of placings that 
follows. However, a word about the cham- 
pions. First in the bull championship, the 
heavy competition came from C. V. Whitney 
Farms on Whitney Eric, an Ames Planta- 
tion Pride Eric son that won as a senior 
yearling. The champion, Eileenmere 700th, 
good as he is, had about as much competi- 
tion as he wanted, but we hold no difference 
of opinion with the judges. Eileenmere 
700th is a top kind of a bull, has been well 
fitted and was surely beautifully showed. 
When the female championship was to be

decided another battle was on for “Tex”

Late! 


Again may I appeal to breeders every- 
where to get their copy and advertising 
materials in to this office at least one month 
in advance of publication date. There was 
a time when half 
this time would suf- 
fice. But, it is not 
so today. A _ con- 
trolled economy with 
its attendant ail- 
ments serve only for 
delays that have 
stretched days into 
weeks. There is no 
longer any certainty 
as to time of ship- 
ment of _ supplies, 
even when they are 
located. Production 
in many of our ser- 
vice departments 
supplying the needs 
for this publication 
are constantly slow- 
ing down thus re- 
quiring more and more time in which to 
complete any issue. Last month the cover 
plates were delayed more than thirty days, 
causing that issue to be several days late in 
mailing. That situation consumed just that 
many days that belonged to the execution 
of the September issue. Then came a local 
situation that proved devastating. The 
local city gas plant was converted to na- 
tural gas. The changeover in the JOURNAL 
plant had been set for only a few hours de- 
lay. Fact of the matter is the changeover 
and the resultant delays in bringing equip- 
ment into full production amounted to more 
than two weeks. Fortunately we have been 
able to gain a part of that time by operat- 
ing almost continuously. Therefore the 
October issue should be out on schedule. In 
order to accomplish these schedule dates in 
the future it will be necessary to have all 
materials in this office one month in ad- 
vance of publication date. 


Paging Mr. Anderson 


Secretary of Agriculture, Mr. Anderson, 
slipped deep into the heart of America’s 
cattle country to let go a broad cast that 
has set the nation afire. His remark that 
“ceiling prices do not seem to be impeding 
the needed production of any agricultural 
commodity, and we in the department feel 
that price adjustments are behind us and 
that there should be few if any additional 
recommendations for upward price ceilings” 
would indicate that the department is 
pledged to holding the line on meats. Butch- 
er shops throughout the country are closing 
daily because there is no meat to pass out 
to their customers. Packing house workers 
are idle because there are insufficient runs 
to keep them employed. Does OPA care? 
Does Mr. Anderson care? 

¥our comments that recent ceiling in- 
creases on several farm commodities in 
compliance with the new OPA law have led 
many to “look upon the present farm price 
policy as a one way street, the only direc- 
tion being up, and that there is danger in 
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this one way attitude” sounds silly indeed. 
What about the one way route adopted by 
labor, one of the most important elements 
in production costs? Has the secretary 
noted any marked recessions in this field? 

True, while the planners go merrily on, 
farmers and live stock producers are carry- 
ing on to the best of their ability because 
they know and realize that the day is not 
far distant when their products will have a 
market at a price commensurate with the 
demand and their ability to supply that de- 
mand. There is no need for recession in 
the matter of producing meat animals. We 
are a meat eating nation and we will have 
meat so long as there is good grass and 
roughages upon the farms of this country 
to be utilized in this industry. 

Turn America free and see how quickly 
matters will adjust themselves. Let there 
be free enterprize with the chance to win 
and someone will be in there pitching. You 
said that farmers must be interested in 
keeping their prices reasonable so as to 
maintain a high level of consumption for 
agriculture’s expanded rate of production. 
This matter of getting back to a sane busi- 


ness basis does not rest upon the shoulders: 


of agriculture alone. Labor should take a 
look through the same_ glasses. Work 
stoppages and slow downs tend not to the 
aleviation of our farmers need for equip- 
ment and repairs. It is high time that gov- 
ernment withdrew from this _ political 
wrangling and let America have an oppor- 
tunity to serve her own best interests. Who 
knows better what is needed than those who 
have spent their live time developing this 
enterprize?

Riding both sides of the pasture fence in 
an effort to appease both producer and con- 
sumer Secretary Anderson proclaimed in 
one breath that the present slow rate of 
marketing is in the interest of the producer. 
“Some times” he said “we get more by 
waiting than by hasty marketing,” thus 
suggesting that finishers hold their cattle 
to a prime condition, which can only be ac- 
complished by excessive expenditures for 
feed and labor. He said that those who 
condemned the farmer for holding un- 
fattened animals from the market should 
be praised. 

“Our need for the moment” he said “is 
to convert our record feed crops into meat 
rather than rush live stock to market before 
it is ready. Live stock men are converting 
that feed today. The result may not be ap- 
parent for months to come, but it will be 
more meat than we otherwise would have.” 


The American cow man has not been in 
the business of furnishing beef for the na- 
tion for all these years without having his 
eye teeth cut a time or two. He is capable 
of watching trends and handling his busi- 
ness on a sound businesslike basis. When 
OPA opened the gate he was quick to cash 
his crops on a high market, a market that 
he knew well would not last. Had there been 
any assurance that OPA would not further 
interfere with his business he would have 
carried his cattle to the proper finish and 
thus increased the tonnage of edible meats.

The Lofgren-McGregor Stock Farm herd, 
was founded in 1918 by the purchase of 
five heifers and a bull from J. D. McGreg- 
vr’s Giencarnock herd at Brandon, Manitoba.

McGregor’s brother, Alan) has taken most 
of the surplus heifers as well as many top 
young bulls. The herd has had marked in- 
fluence upon the growth of the breed in 
Minnesota, North Dakota and_ adjoining 
states. Very little showing has been done 
but it is expected that Lofgren-McGregor 
show herds will start appearing in the main 
show circuits soon. 

Among the best breeding bulls produced 
in and sold from this herd are Revolution 
Blackeap sold to Andelot, Evilesco of Page 
sold to the George Bailey herd of Maryland, 
Revolution of Page 28th sold to Australia, 
Junior Eric of Page sold to Dean Bedford 
of Maryland and Juana’s Revolution 3d of 
Ada sold to Johnson Bros., of Ida Grove, 
Iowa. These four bulls have been success- 
ful as sires in the respective herds in which 
they have been used. The owners are very 
naturally proud of the large number of 
Blackcap Bessies, Juana Ericas, Elines, 
Glencarnock Elbas, Miss Burgesses and oth- 
er special strains represented in the herd. 
Since 1927 Kenneth McGregor has been giv- 
ing this herd his time and personal super- 
vision and along with C. J. Lofgren is deter- 
mined that it shall continue to rate as one 
of the fine American herds. 

The Schermerhorn Farms herd at Mahno- 
men was founded by J. B. Schermerhorn 
then of Chicago, Illinois, in the year 1918.

He purchased his first cattle from Stanley 
R. Pierce, of Creston, [llinois, and from ths 
start gradually built up a herd which, at 
one time, totaled about two hundred head. 
Mr. Schermerhorn died in November, 1929, 
and during the fall of the following year a 
dispersal sale was held when the original 
herd was disposed of, with the exception of 
about thirty head. Mr. Schermerhorn’s 
farm holdings were incorporated in 1930 
under the title of Schermerhorn Farms, In- 
corporated, and at that time his entire 
holdings totaled about 22,000 acres; the 
greater part of which is located in Mahno- 
men County, Minnesota. 

During the 1920’s a show herd was ex- 
hibited at a few local fairs, including the 
State Fairs at Fargo and Grand Forks, 
North Dakota and the Minnesota State Fair, 
where the cattle made creditable records. 
Among the sires used during the past few 
years, may be mentioned: Blackcap Glenn 
4th, Blackwood Lad of Page, Prizemere 
249th, Blackbird’s Evaxus 2d, Edellor of 
Page 44th. Superintendent A. J. Robinson 
advises that at the present time, the herd 
totals about 100 head. 

Harry and Earl Eikmeier, of Elmdale 
Farms, Pipestone, Minnesota write: 

“Our father started using pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls in 1915 and nothing ex- 
cept pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls have 
been used since. In 1926 we purchased our 
first pure bred cows and have been adding 
new pure bred cattle to our herd ever since. 
In the fall of 1939 we purchased the entire 
herd of forty-three head from G. H. Riddell, 
Balaton, Minnesota. He had been breeding 
pure bred Aberdeen-Anvus since 1909. 

“At the present time our herd totals one 
hundred and twenty head of which seventy 
are cows; the fami.ies represented being, ts. 
Pride, Fourth Branch Blackbirds, Barbaras, 
Eisa Trojan Ericas, Enchantress, Blackcap. 
Some of the herd sires we have used are: 
Kambren, Klinker of Valley Mound, 
Eric Ebnight of Valley Mound, Marshall 5th 
of Page (a double grandson of Blackcap 
Revolution) and Juror 10th of Page. Our 
present herd sire is Blackcap Revolution 2d 
of Ada. Our junior herd sire is Elmdale 
Eisa Marshall 2d.” 

Alfred M. Falkenhagen, manager of the 
Dodge Farms, at Dodge Center, states that 
their herd dates from 1923, and females 
have since been added by purchase from the 
Sam Escher herd a: Worthington. MM. L. 
Snyder of Madelia and Congdon & Battles. 
Among the best of the stock bulls used 
should be mentioned Bessie’s Blackcap 2d 
of Page, got by Blackmere 4th, out of Biack- 
cap Bessie of Page. Also in service was 
Burgess 9th of Page, by Evaxus of Ballin- 
dalloch, out of Miss Burgess Harrison 5th. 
The bull in use at present is Boland of 
Valley Mound 3d, a grandson of Eventua- 
tion of Page, with lines, through the dam, 
to Black Belmore and Erica Marie 7th. Mr. 
Falkenhagen reports that judging from this 
bull’s calves and yearlings he will prove an 
outstanding sire. This herd has now been 
moved to Kasson, Minnesota. 


J. Ivan Sample, Spring Valley, Minnesota, 
started to farm and to found a herd in a 
small way in 1933. Some of the foundation 
animals were obtained from Campbell Bros. 
of Utica, and a few select animals from 
other nearby breeders. Most of these fe- 
males carried the blood of Earl Marshall, 
Black Woodlawn, Eclipse 2d of Morlich, and 
Edinburg. He has added from time to time 
a few other good ones until at present he 


has about thirty cows; Prides, Ericas, Black. 
birds and Barbaras. His first herd bull was 
a son of Envoy of Erin of Pat Donohoe 
fame and was half-brother to the Interna- 
tional champion steer Pat’s Blue Ribbon, At 
present a son of old Glencarnock Revolution 
6th is in service. 

The Viewlawn herd of R. IM. Miller, of 
Mable, Minnesota was started in the fall of 
1903 by the purchase from J. E, Briggs, 
Burr Oak, lowa, of 6 bred females. Mr, 
Briggs had obtained these a short time 
previously from M. C, Willford, Canton, 
Minnesota, and John Milne, Prosper, Min- 
nesota. The following spring two more 
were added from the herd of James Donald, 
Canton, Minnesota. For a few years Mr. 
Miller continued to use herd bulls with 
John Milne. In the fall of 1909 he purchas- 
ed from Otto V. Battles the young show 
bull Thickset Idol 128967, by Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d, which made a good improvement in 
the herd. His dam, Home View Lady 
Idessa 2d, Jater produced the International 
champion, Ido’mere 199904, sold to Dr. J. 
I. Huggins of Tennessee. Mr. Miller attend- 
ed most of the sales held by the Donohogs, 
and added to his herd at different times 
from that source. In June, 1914, he bought 
Erin Lad W. 181617, by the Black Wood- 
lawn bull, Belfast, out of Examma, by Ear! 
Eric of Ballindalloch, which proved an out- 
standing sire. Cows by lim when mated 
with another grandson of Black Woodlawn, 
Eldorado 2d 366073, out of Elnora by Black 
Wood awn, produced well. In 1927 Mr. 
Miller began to breed from the young bull 
Edlgreene 416998. After being used three 
years, this sire went back into the P. J. 
Donohoe herd. He was subsequently injured 
and disposed of. Mr. Miller has exhibited 
at the Wisconsin and Minnesota State Fairs 
as well as a great number of local fairs. 
Mr. Miller’s eldest son, Charles, is also the 
owner of a herd of Aberdeen-Angus based 
on the Viewlawn herd. For the past ten 
years, the herds owned by Charles and R. 
M. Miller have been allied and continued 
under the name of Viewlawn Herds. Cattle 
have been sold into 13 states during the past 
few years. 

At present, the herd is headed by Prince 
Escort of Sunbeam 600942, sired by the 
International grand champion, Black Prince 
of Sunbeam, purchased from the Fullerton 
herd in Oklahoma. From 1938-40 Mr. 
Miller used Earl Eric of Ada, bred at the 
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Stock Farm, Page, North Dakota. 
gion Ae the herd is headed by the follow- 
ing sires: Bell Boy Burgess 558586, by H. 
D. Miller’s celebrated Bell Boy M. K.; En- 
viron Elba’s Lad 483557, bred by Johnston 
Bros, of Brooklyn, lowa; and Burgess 68th, 
a promising two-year-old by Revelation 11th 
from the Glyn Mawr Farms, Olin, Iowa. 


' The Viewlawn herds, which are located on 


1a side of the Iowa-Minnesota state 
ee nt aeaniek County numbers from 
250 to 300 head. The Millers are enjoying 
an excellent demand for their cattle. 

The Sunnyslope Stock Farm herd, Lanes- 
boro, Minnesota was founded by Peter 
Abrahamson, owner of the farm, in the year 
1898. The first purchase was a cow and 
bull from the herd of John Milne, Prosper, 
Minnesota, who was the first importer of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle to Minnesota in the 
year 1882. Later a few females were added 
from herds of leading breeders of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin and Minnesota. _ 

It was his aim to consider the individual 
rather than the pedigree of the sire. The 
first sire was Negrette of Greenview. Some 
others were: Quality Lad of Rosemere 144- 
097, a bull of size and quality, and sired 
many good calves. 

Erra’s Best 264016 was one of the best 
bred bulls owned at Sunnyslope. He was 
bred by F. J. Roberts, Atlantic, Iowa. The 
dam of Erra’s Best. sold at Mr. Roberts’ 
sale in 1918 for $3650.00 and a half brother 
sold for $3000.00. 

Blackecap Belmore 3d 422998, bred by H. 
A, Thompson, Cortland, Indiana. 

Benz of Nine Oaks 437032 proved a very 
valuable sire. 

Blackbird Benton of Woodburn 475145 
was retained in the herd until almost 8 
years of age. Old customers returning for 
bulls remarked, “If I could only get as good 
a bull as the last one.” 

At the time of Peter Abrahamson’s death 
in 1938, the herd numbered 80 head of pure- 
bred cattle. Paul Abrahamson, a son, had 
purchased part of the herd in 1928. The 
management was taken over by the son, A. 
J. Abrahamson who still operates the farm. 
The herd now numbers 90 head, of which 
there are 35 breeding cows.

The herd of Donald McGillivray & Son 
LeRoy, Minnesota, was established 50 years 
ago by James McGillivray, son of a James 
McGillivray who lived near Ballindalloch in 
Scotland and who was employed there. The 
junior James came to LeRoy in 1870 with 
his family of nine children, seven being 
sons. The only cattle available at LeRoy in 
1870 were the nondescript horned red- 
spotted and brindle of pioneer raising. Often 
James said to his growing sons, “If we 
could only find some of the ‘black mulies’; 
father always said they were the best.” In 
1892, he located Aberdeen-Angus at Cresco, 
Iowa, thirty miles away. Here he purchas- 
ed from James Nichols & Sons, Knight of 
Oakdale 15573, out of Rose of  Lethenty 
2122, by Knight of Benachie 2185, registered 
in the fifth volume of the Aberdeen-Angus 
herd book. His next bull, purchased from 
Dr. J. J. Clemmer of Cresco, Iowa, was 
Sixteen to One 22625, out of Deborah 9108, 
who traces back to Black Jean 879 and by 
Molly’s Knight of Oakdale 19078, tracing 
to Derby 2d 880. With these bulls he grad- 
ed up his herd. 

In January 1900 when Donald, the young- 
est of the seven, took over his father’s herd, 
his first registered cow was purchased from 
Alexander Campbell, a pioneer breeder of 
Clyde, Minnesota. She was Clara Clyde 
28183, tracing to Ester Skene 288 and 
through Flora’s Knight to Mondewert 654, 
bred by McCombie. The father’s hope was 
not realized for Ballindalloch cattle were in 
McGillivray’s hands.

er, John Milne of Prosper, Minnesota, who 
purchased several cows in Scotland. She 
was Adelaide of Nine Oaks 30906, out of 
Avaland Lass 13758, by Laird of Estill 
23677, tracing to McCombie’s Mondewert 
654. Developed from these two cows the 
herd now numbers 40 females. Some of the 
bulls used were Canton Hero 42501; Mc- 
Henry’s Barron 23949; Longbranch Kay 
40344, from the B. R. Price herd; Sumner 
Lees Pluto 94154, bred by T. E. Wagner of 
Mason City, Iowa; Black Ben 2d 171650, 
bred by M. H. Donohoe; Elinor 2d of Page 
428054 and Ensign of Page 19th 464619, 
used as herd bull at the University of Min- 
nesota. The last two mentioned bulls were 
from the Hartley herd. The present herd 
bull is Prizemere’s Reward 524822 of Cong- 
don & Battles breeding purchased from the 
Schermerhorn Farms. 

Some years ago Donald D. McGillivray 
became his father’s partner in the owner- 
ship of the herd under the name of Donald 
McGillivray & Son. For forty years the 
offspring from this herd has been scattered 
throughout the Middle West, into Canada, 
the eastern seaboard and the Gulf states. 

The Goldberg Stock Farm of Moorhead, 
Minnesota was established in 1936 by Mr. 
Max Goldberg of Moorhead, Minnesota. At 
that time he purchased from Mr. Kenneth 
McGregor of Ada, Minnesota, 25 foundation 
cows and one bull. These foundation cows 
represented different leading strains of the 
breed and all of them were strong in the 
blood of Blackcap Revolution and Earl 
Marshall. Some of these cows were sired 
by Middlebrook Prince 33d—the grandsire 
of the junior champioh heifer at the Chicago 
International, 1939. These cows that found- 
ed the Goldberg herd were uniformly out- 
standing individuals and have proven them- 
selves to be great producers. 

The first herd bull for the Goldberg herd 
was Ensign of Page 25th, purchased from 
the Hartley Stock Farm at Page, North 
Dakota. Ensign of Page 25th was sired by 
the noted imported bull, Evaxus of Ballin- 
dalloch. His dam was one of the famous 
Hartley Eline cows. Ensign of Page 25th 
was used with great success in the Goldberg 
herd and a good many of his heifers were 
retained for the herd. After using him for 
three years, Mr. Goldberg sold him back to 
the Hartley Stock Farm where he has been 
used as ore of the Hartley herd bulls. 

The next herd bull purchased by Mr. 
Goldberg was Beau of Bordulac, bred by 
the Hanna Stock Farm, of Bordulac, North 
Dakota. Beau of Bordulac was sired by 
Revolution of Page 43d, the bull that has 
sired so many great winners for the Hanna 
Stock Farm. The dam of Beau of Bordulac 
was Blackbird E. of Glencarnock 21st, bred 
by the Lofgren-McGregor Stock Farm of 
Ada, Minnesota and one of the great pro- 
ducing cows in the Hanna herd. Beau of 
Bordulac has proven a great sire in the 
Goldberg herd. 

Since establishing his herd Mr. Goldberg 
has from time to time, added outstanding 
females, each representing different strains 
of breeding which he wished to establish in 
his herd. These included Juana 5th of Ada, 
an outstanding Juana Erica, by General of 
Ada, Erica 21st of Page, a beautifully bred 
Enchantress Erica by the great Hartley 
herd sire, Revolution of Page 11th—Barb- 
ara 17th of Page, a beautifully bred Mc- 
Henry Barbara, by the champion General 
of Page. Evergreen 40th of Muskogee, a 
beautifully bred Evergreen Erica and Black 
Jestress 17th, a beautifully bred Black 
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Jestress heifer, the same family that pro- 
duced in the Lofgren-McGregor herd, Revo- 
lution of Page 28th. He has also added a 
Glencarnock Buxom Maid heifer and several 
Elba Erica heifers. 

Just recently, Mr. Goldberg purchased one 
of the finest heifers imported from Scot- 
land by Kenneth McGregor. This heifer, 
Egress of Derculich, she by one of Scot- 
land’s greatest breeding bulls, Edward P. 
of Sandyknow. This heifer represents the 
exclusive Evolution strain of the Eisa Erica 
family and comes through a strain of cows 
that have been among the greatest at Bal- 
lindalloch. This heifer produced a wonder- 
ful young bull sired by Baron Brant, an 
outstanding young bull in Scotland and Mr. 
Goldberg has retained him as a junior herd 
sire for his herd, and great things are ex- 
pa of him as a sire in the Goldberg 

erd. 

The Goldberg Stock Farm is composed of 
around 75 Aberdeen-Angus breeding cows 
and this is about the size it will be kept at. 
They have started to show their cattle at 
the different shows and it is their ambition 
to develop and produce some of the best 
cattle of the breed in the Northwest. 

Since the introduction of Aberdeen-Angus 
into North Dakota, which occurred in terri- 
torial days, the black polled cattle have pro- 
gressed steadily in that state. In 1883, C. 
J. Alloway of Grand Forks imported some 
Aberdeen-Angus and from this seed stock 
many herds in the northern part of the 
state were founded, and many Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls were sold to be used in the pro- 
duction of commercial cattle. After a time 
the Alloway herd was sold out of the state, 
but the seed stock that had been left served 
to keep alive the interest in the polls in 
that region from that early date. 

Eastgate Bros., of Larimore, have main- 
tained for many years one of the good sub- 
stantial herds of the state, their herd has 
been a working proposition under average 
farm conditions; and has served as a demon- 
stration of how successful a herd can be 
carried on under average conditions in 
North Daokta. They have adhered closely 
in the selection of sires to a thick, blocky 
type which has netted them good returns 
on commercial steers turned out year after 
year. Their present herd bull is rich in the 
blood of Earl Marshall and the inspiration 
that it has furnished to the people in the 
northern part of the state is manifested in 
the black cattle that are found on many 
farms which were descended from stock this 
firm sold from time to time. 

Another herd of no little importance in 
connection with Aberdeen-Angus production 
in the state is that of John Dawson at Man- 
dan. His herd was established more than 
thirty years ago and being west of the Mis- 
souri, each year has experienced a demand 
for good bulls for use on commercial herds 
in that great grazing ground, western North 
Dakota. Mr. Dawson has maintained quite 
a large number of cows, running up to 100 
head and his cattle have continued to show 
a profit, even through the drought years of 
1934, ’35, ’36. Each year he has had a de- 
mand for steer calves to be taken into the 
feed lots in the eastern part of the state 
and through the north belt generally. Black- 
bird J. D. was used in the herd for 10 years 
and left many good females. The present 
herd sire is Black Ben of Page 513534. In 
a public spirited way, Mr. Dawson has ex- 
hibited his cattle at his local county fair, 
and “Dawson’s Black Cattle” no doubt en- 
couraged much of the interest in the breed 
in the western part of North Dakota. 

Another herd that has furnished inspira- 
tion and attracted attention in the southern 
part of North Dakota is the one established 
by R. A. Candor of Cogswell. Mr. Candor

deen-Angus history. It begins with the 
purchase in 1916 of thirty head of careful] 
selected heifers from the herd of Charis 
Escher, Jr. Mr. Kenneth McGregor. who 
at that time was on the staff of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department of the Iowa 
State College at Ames, handled this tran. 
saction and was later made manager of the 
newly established herd. He has often stated 
that these thirty heifers, practically all 
sired by Ear] Eric of Ballindalloch, were the 
finest lot of that number he ever saw to- 
gether. With these young females came 
also, at. a long price, the two cows, Edella 
weighing 1800 Ibs. and Eline E. 2d. Both 
were by Earl Eric. These cows proved great 
producers; Edella’s first calf, Edella of 
Page, was junior champion at the Inter- 
national of 1919 and sold for $3950. Eline 
EK. 2d produced Ensign’s Eline of Page, 
grand champion at Chicago in 1921. 
Among the other particularly valuable 
foundation cows were Blackcap Bessie, En- 
chantress E. 2d and Blackwood Lady E. 
The latter became the dam of Black Balzac 
of Page, the grand champion show bull that 
was bought for service at Oakleigh Thorne’s 
Briarcliff estate, Pine Plains, N. Y. En- 
chantress E. 2d produced the great cow 
Elmont’s Enchantress of Page that. in turn, 
became the dam of Enchanter of Page, the 
famous Chicago winner, that also passed 
into the possession of Mr. Thorne. Black- 
can Bessie’s first daughter became first 
prize cow at the International of 1921, The 
Bessies have contributed largely to the suc- 
cess of the Hartley Show herds. An im- 
portant factor in bringing this herd rapidly 
to the front was that capital breeding bull, 
Ensign of Glencarnock, obtained from James 
D. McGregor, the man who did so much for 
the Aberdeen-Angus cause at _ Brandon, 
Manitoba. This bull’s progeny, especially 
from the Earl Eric cows, were of fairly 
sensational character. All the members of 
the memorable Hartley Show herd of 1921 
were the get of Ensign. Unfortunately he 
died at five years of age. His daughters 
were practically all reserved for breeding 
purposes, as were also two of his greatest 
sons, Ensign of Page and Pride 2d of Page. 
It was abeut this time that Blackcap 
Revolution was entering upon one of the 
most extraordinary careers in American 
hovine annals. He had been bought by 
James D. McGregor from Escher & Ryan 
in 1921 as a two-vear-old. for service in 
that famous Canadian herd. Two of his 
sons, Glencarnock Revolution and Glencar- 
nock Revolution 6th were selected to cross 
uvon the Ensign of Glencarnock females at 
Hartley Farm. These were both show bulls 
of outstanding character and proved also 
to be good sires.

South Wales, Australia, in 1936. The bull, 
Jantzen, has recently been purchased from 
Hamilton Brothers, Good Hope, Illinois. 
Probably the outstanding female that the 
Hartley Farm _has produced is Blackcap 
Bessie 23d of Page. This heifer won her 
class as a senior yearling at the Interna- 
tional in 1938. In_the spring of 1939 she 
was purchased by Otto G. Nobis of Daven- 
port, Iowa. In 1939 she was grand cham- 
pion female wherever shown including the 
International Live Stock Exposition. An- 
other fine heifer in the show herd of 1939 
was Erica 19th of Page. She was grand 
champion female at many shows including 
Billings, Montana, South Dakota, and Min- 
nesota. She was sired by General of Page. 
The Hartley Farm has not had an auction 
sale since 1932, all of the surplus cattle 
having been sold at private treaty at better 
than average prices. Many good sales have 
been made to Andelot Stock Farm, Worton, 
Maryland. In 1938 they sold a good lot of 
females to Cremona Farm, Mechanicsville, 
Md.; and a carload of heifers to Edward F. 
Smith, St. Albans, Vermont. Another good 
sale was made to Lonjac Farm, Lee’s Sum- 
mit, Missouri. Kenneth McGregor disposed. 
of his interest in the herd and resigned its 
management in 1937, and was succeeded by 
James L. Noble, who had entered the Hart- 
ley service, from the University of Min- 
nesota, in 1935. The herd now numbers 
about one hundred and seventy-five head. 


The Thompson Stock farm at Page, North 
Dakota was established about 1916 by W. 
J. Thompson. In 1939 all cattle were trans- 
ferred to his son, T. A. Thompson, the pre- 
sent owner. At the present time Black 
Begora 2d of Page 555404, Juror 11th of 
Page 616528 and Elba’s Black Lad 511403 
are the sires in use. Mr. Thompson has 
never shown any of the cattle. There are 
——_ 175 head of breeding cattle in the 
erd, 

There are over one hundred herds of 
pure-breds in North Dakota at this time. 
A few of the larger herds are as follows: 
That of Mr. W. J. Bickert of Washburn, 
who quite recently passed away after 
founding a good herd on a very fine farm 
along the Missouri River. The estate is 
continuing Aberdeen-Angus breeding under 
the management of a son. Henry Henke of 
Hanover has a herd in which he takes great 
pride and the individuals from his herd, 
with the choicest of blood lines, furnish in- 
spiration in his part of the state. He has 
supplied many club boys with some of the 
winning steers in western North Dakota. 
Mr. Henke is a keen judge and his interest 
in the cattle grows stronger each succeeding 
year. Dr. H. G. Hocking of Devils lake in 
recent years has established a herd of pure- 
breds. His enthusiasm and his interest has 
continued to grow in spite of drought which 
has handicapped his operations during the 
late thirties. An old herd that. continues to 
furnish good cattle to the public is that of 
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Libby Johnson of Cogswell. Though Mr. 
Johnson has passed away, the estate still 
carries on. Other breeders whose sphere 
of influence and inspiration has been con- 
fined more to their local districts are Arthur 
Copeland of Churchs Ferry, John R. Mar- 
shall of Valley City, Nelson Bros. of Brad- 
dock and the former herd of Frank Sand- 
ford of Rogers, William Archer of White 
Earth, C. A. Finch of Jamestown, Hardy 
Stock Farm of Ross, Duncan McKinnon, 
Mocreton, Henry Neverman of LaMoure, 
Sussex Bros. of Hope. 

We come now to the Hanna Stock Farm 
at Bordulac, North Dakota. In 1881 there 
was formed the Carrington and Casey Land 
Company who purchased from the Northern 
Pacific Railway a large tract of land com- 
prising about 200,000 acres north of James- 
town, North Dakota. Three miles south of 
Bordulac this company established an ex- 
perimental farm to prove to immigrants 
the fertility of the soil. Eventually, all of 
this land was sold to early settlers except- 
ing the home farm. This farm was purchas- 
ed by the Hannas in 1906 for raising of 
wheat. 

By 1932 the soil showed signs of exhaus- 
tion because of continued grain farming, 
and it was decided then to change over to 
livestock production. Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle were chosen. The first foundation cat- 
tle, comprising two choice bulls and sixteen 
carefully selected heifers, were purchased 
from the Hartley Stock Farm during 1932. 
Revolution of Page 48d 460681 was acquired 
from the Hartleys the following winter. 
Eleven head were added from the Strath- 
more Farms, Webster City, Iowa in 1933. 
These females were richly bred, many be- 
ing descendants of the great McHenry herd. 
In 1936 three more head were purchased at 
the Strathmore dispersal, and at this time 
the grand cow, Blackcap Strathmore 459- 
569, was bought at $1,085.00, topping the 
sale. 

A more recent purchase was Revolution

In 
recent years combination sales from the 
herds of Hartley, Hanna, Dr. Hocking and 
a few others at various times have been 
successful. The fine Aberdeen-Angus steers 
that are to be found in the feed-lots 
throughout the Red River Valley most every 
year give proof of the appreciation feeders 
have for the product of the farm and ranch 
herds that exist in North Dakota. Speak- 
ing of the general status of black cattle 
breeding in the state, Prof. N. H. McDonald 
of the State Agricultural College says: 

“The Aberdeen-Angus cattle continue to 
increase in North Dakota and have long 
since proved themselves adaptable to con- 
ditions on our great grass ranges and upon 
the farms that annually produce a great 
amount of roughage and grain. They have, 
in spite of drought years and other handi- 
caps, continued to increase and grow in 
number of small herds being founded in 
every county. The North Dakota Agricul- 
tural College has maintained a herd since 
1914. At that time four foundation cows 
were purchased from Otto Battles. These 
four cows were at the time of purchase 
carrying calves to the ‘service of Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d. One of these cows, Thickset 
Pride 2d, after producing her first three 
bull calves began producing heifer calves 
and from her and her daughters the present 
herd has been built up entirely. This herd 
is an outstanding example of what most 
anyone can do when they secure in a founda- 
tion purchase an exceptionally good produc- 
ing cow or two. These cattle have produced 
some of the fine steers that have made 
their mark in the International Show at 
Chicago. It has been years since any ad- 
ditional females were added to the herd but 
through the assistance of the breeders in 
North Dakota, more especially the Hartley 
Farm at Page, we have had the use of such 
outstanding bulls as Glencarnock Revolution 
6th, Revolution 28th (later exported to 
Australia), Earl Eric 3d, Revolution of Page 
7th, an outstanding son or two of Evaxus 
of Ballindalloch as well as two leading bulls 
which we used while the herd was being 
developed. The continued interest of the 
breeders in the: welfare of the college herd, 
and especially that of the former manager 
of the Hartley Farm, Kenneth McGregor, 
has allowed this herd to become one of the 
best cow herds owned by any of the colleges 
or universities in the country.

DON’T AGE LOCKER BEEF 
TOO LONG, SAYS BULL. 


Unless the beef to be put in the locker is 
of strictly prime grade ripening or aging 
may do more harm than good, according to 
Sleeter Bull, head of meats work at the 
University of Illinois. Other beef may pick 
up off flavors in the aging process—flavors 
that are not apparent until the beef is on 
the table. 

For the average quality of beef a two-day 
chilling period before freezing is enough, 
Bull says. For freezing has about the same 
action as aging in tenderizing fibers. He 
considers five days the maximum time that 
beef for the locker should be aged. 

And if you are going to age your beef 
do so only with carcasses from mature, well 
finished animals. Otherwise it may spoil, 
rather than ripen.

CONTRACTS 8,000 CATTLE 
TO CHAIN FOOD STORE. 


A growing trend in beef cattle feeding 
circles under the re-imposed OPA ceilings 
is the contracting of fat cattle by grocery 
chains at a set payment per pound of gain. 
In some instances the chains buy the feed- 
ing cattle outright and pay for the gains 
made—reported to be 30 cents per pound 
in one case. 

One of the largest contract steer deals 
is that of Warren Monfort, big feed lot 
operator of Greeley, Colorado. Monfort. 
has contracted 8,000 steers to the National 
Tea Co.—3,000 cattle now on feed and 5,000 
more which he will put on feed. If OPA 
ends before all of the cattle are slaughtered 


An All-Time Record! 


Highest price ever paid in the United 
States for fat steers other than show cattle 
was established August 30th in Chicago. 
Coming just before OPA limitations were 
put back into effect the $30.25 per ecwt. 
price will stand until free trading is again 
restored. 

The cattle selling at the $30.25 price, 
naturally enough, were Aberdeen-Angus; 
the twenty-three head averaged 1,066 
pounds. They were International car lot 
show “throw-outs” from the feed lots of 
Schmidt Brothers, Delmar, Iowa, who have 
a national reputation for the production of 
the finest in Aberdeen-Angus beef. Wilson 
& Co. bought the Doddies for $322.46 per 
head, slaughtered them in Chicago and 
shipped the beef to New York. 

These record-breaking Aberdeen-Angus 
were rated by veteran buyers on the Chi- 
cago market as one of the finest loads of 


- beef-on-the-hoof ever sold on the open 


market,

more cattle will be provided. The agreed 
price to be paid for gains was not announced 
by either party.

PRICE NOT MAIN FACTOR 
IN PURCHASING FARM. 


A good farm is easier to pay for than a 
cheap one, points out T. H. Summers, agri- 
cultural economist of Colorado A. & M. Col- 
lege. Citing recent figures of the Federal 
Land Bank of Spokane he points out that 
farmers on good land have been liquidating 
their loans at a good rate, while half of 
those who borrowed money on poorer land 
have lost their equity. 

On the best land the investment per farm 
“is about three times greater than for the 
poorest land, but net receipts over expenses 
recorded for the best farms were five times 
as large.” 

Summers has three reasons for this situa- 
tion. (1) Good farms make more money. (2) 
Buyers are likely to pay more, comparative- 
ly, for poor land than for good land. (3) 

hile down payments on poor land are 
smaller buyers should remember that “the 
larger the down payment the less the risk.”

MANY CITY BUYERS 
OF MICHIGAN FARMS, 


The “yen” of city folks to own a farm 
has been rather pronounced in recent years, 
But farm management people at Michigan 
State College believe that the Wolverine 
state leads the nation in the matter of farm 
sales to urbanites. 

Sales of farm land in Michigan in the 
last three years have been about double the 
normal rate. And about half of these buy- 
ers have been city folks. There are two 
types of city buyers, the college men point 
out: One is the factory worker who went 
through the wringer in the last depression 
and wants no more bread lines and leaf 
raking. “He thinks a small place in the 
country will provide him greater security in 
the event of another depression.” The other 
city buyer is the man who has made con- 
siderable money in recent years. He wants 
a farm either as a hobby, or as a hedge 
against inflation. His income during the 
war years has been high, and so has his 
income tax level. ‘Even if he loses money 
in the actual operation of the farm the re- 
duction in his income tax may almost equal 
the farming loss.” 

Of the other fifty per cent of Michigan 
farm buyers, farm owners adding to their 
holdings comprise the biggest percentage. 
Tenants changing their status to that of 
owners make up the small end of this clas- 
sification. Michigan land prices are hold- 
ing above the national average and are 
thirteen per cent above the 1920 peak.

At the western college it was found that 
when the pea vines were put in the silo the 
moisture content run from eighty to eighty- 
five per cent so 150 pounds of ground bar- 
ley was added to each ton of vines going 
through the ensilage cutter. This made for 
a better quality product.

NOT ALL ROSES 
IY NEW BREEDING PLAN 


So far the beef breed associations have 
iven no encouragement to the practice of 
artificial insemination now so popular in 
some sections of the dairy industry. How- 
ever, all is not roses so far as the pure 
bred dairy cattle breeder is concerned in 
respect to the artificial breeding circuits. 

Not so long back a group of dairy cattle 
breeders got together in a mid-western 
state to talk over the problems and accom- 
plishments of artificial breeding... Many of 
these breeders, and they had good cattle, 
were not too happy over their bull sales out- 
look. They reported that it was falling off 
in the face of an active and rising market 
for breeding cattle in general. 

It was pointed out that artificial breed- 
ing groups had largely gone outside of their 
own state for sires, and were bringing in 
blood lines wholly unrelated to anything 
found in the good herds of the state. With 
no choice in the matter a small breeder 
patronizing the artificial breeding ring had 
no opportunity to line breed. No pattern of 
breeding was being followed with the re- 
sult that the pedigrees of the pure bred 
calves in the various circuits showed a 
hodge-podge of names wholly unfamiliar to 
the section. The result, they feared, would 
be a lowered auction valuation on the heif- 
ers resulting from these artificial services. 

These problems, of course, refer to pure 
bred dairy herds. However, it goes to show 
that problems are created which would af- 
fect a planned breeding program.

TAKE CARE OF 
THE CUSTOMERS.

His Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been do- 
ing very well on the Sand Hills range in 
Nebraska, reports Elmer C. Barnes, of Nen- 
zel, who has one of the good commercial 
herds in that. good cattle country. 

“The cattle look very good. There has 
been lots of good grass and a light fly sea- 
son.

“Milk is the best. calf feed for the first six 
or eight months. But for maximum gains 
a calf should also be creep fed—this prac- 
tice alone can add 100 pounds of the cheap- 
est gain you will ever get on an animal.” 
Turning to the herd bull the speaker said 
that “in the average herd there is more 
mismanagement of the herd bull than there 
is of the cow herd. Don’t leave the herd 
bull in the barn. Give him a small pasture 
or paddock with some green grass and 
shade. Herd bulls need exercise, sunlight 
and green feed if they are to sire a normal 
number of calves.” Mac also mentioned 
foot trouble, saying that there were more 
bad footed bulls over the country than there 
should be. “Long toes are not the worst 
problem in the foot care of a bull,” he stat- 
ed, “rather it is corns between the toes, too 
much growth on the bottom, or cracks and 
infection between the toes.” About the 
handiest piece of equipment on a cattle farm 
ls a good pair of stocks, said the speaker. 
_ Getting on the subject of pasture breed- 
Ing versus hand breeding the Ohio Doddie 
man said that this depended on the kind of 
herd being maintained, but said that his per- 
sonal preference was for hand breeding 
when and where possible.

Proof that the Blocky Blacks are moving 
into the range country in increasing num- 
bers is contained in the report of the West- 
ern Idaho State Fair at Boise, the report 
sent in by Travis Smith of Nampa. The 
grand champion steer of the show was an 
Aberdeen-Angus, bred by Floyd Barron of 
Fairfield, Idaho, and fed by Gene Cline of 
Kuna, Idaho. Young Cline won the steer in 
a “calf scramble” at Boise last year. 

The grand champion weighed 990 pounds 
and sold at 60 cents a pound to the Chesa- 
peake Cafe at Boise. The reserve champion, 


a whiteface, brought 37% cents. Mr. Smith, 
in his report, mentions that both the cham- 
pion and reserve champion steers were 
around fourteen months of age but that the 
Black outweighed his rival by better than 
sixty pounds. 

“I was especially pleased to see the Aber- 
deen-Angus win the grand championship as 
this is predominantly a Hereford country,” 
says the Idaho man. “I have been taking a 
lot of ribbing by personal friends as I am 
planning on entering the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding business in central Texas.” 


controlling calf scours and that penicillin is 
coming into the picture in treating various 
ailments. The new DDT has much to offer 
in treating scab and troubles caused by in- 
sects.” 

Guests introduced and called on for brief 
remarks included Paul Dennis, of Wilming- 
ton, Ohio; Hugh McWhorter, Aledo, Illinois; 
W. A. Rafferty, Morocco, Indiana, vice- 
president of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association; O. C. Redenbacher, 
Princeton, Indiana, president of the Indiana 
State association, and Colin Kennedy, of 
the JOURNAL. 

Some pertinent remarks were made by 
A. M. Bishea, agricultural agent of Vander- 
burgh county, who stated that the enthus- 
iasm of Aberdeen-Angus breeders in south- 
west Indiana was contagious, but that it 
also entailed responsibilities. He pointed 
out that because of the high prices being 
realized on live stock suitable for club pro- 
jects it was too easy to pass off culls to 
club youngsters. “We as breeders must 
remember that our most important farm 
crop is our boys and girls. We must see to 
it that they get calves, or other live stock 
projects, that are worth the money. And 
we should keep in mind that the best ad for 
a breed is to show a grand champion.” 

From the picnic ground, with its speeches 
and the remainder of the burgoo, the crowd 
went back to the barns for the type demon- 
stration and the judging contest. For the 
male end of the type demonstration Mr. 
McCorkle used Prince Sunbeam 156th. He 
stressed the need for evidence of rea] mas- 
culinity in the head and neck, coupled with 
spring of forerib, width of chest floor, a 
strong top line and deep natural fleshing. 
Other desirable characteristics emphasized 
and illustrated were smoothness over the 
tail head, a bull carrying his width back to 
the pin bones, a deep and well filled quarter, 
with special reference to the way the twist 
is filled in; a low flank and straightness of 
underline. The Ohio man_ emphasized 
especially the need for better legs under our 
bulls, especially the back legs. While 
shortness of leg is important and necessary 
We are sometimes inclined to forget the im- 
portance of good bone and straight legs, he 
mentioned. “In the matter of good legs 
especial attention should be made _ to 
strength in the back legs for more bulls 
have been lost to service from structural 
failures here than from almost any other 
cause.” 

Princess Effie 3d, a member of the 
Springhaven show string and a heifer bred 
in Mercer county was used by Mac for the 
second half of the type demonstration. Here 
he emphasized the need for a feminine and 
breedy head, smoothness and refinement 
without the loss of too much scale. Final 
event of the day was the judging contest 
with some 100 participants. The result was

a four-way tie for first place and possession 
of a white show halter. The top judges 
were Freeman Peak, Shoals; Warren Lough- 
miller, Washington; H. M. Kauffman, Jr., 
Mt. Vernon, and John Harris, of Evansville. 
Use of the old reliable coin method resulted 
in Mr. Loughmiller taking home the halter. 

Before leaving the Doddie enthusiasts of 
southwestern Indiana a word about Spring- 
haven Farms: For the past twenty-two 
years Dr. and Mrs. C. W. Yeck have made 
their home at the main farm while Dr. 
Yeck has carried on an extensive practice 
in nearby Evansville. The forty acres sur- 
rounding the very attractive home were 
once given over to apple orchards, and a 
few of the trees remain. But most of the 
orchard land is now in grass and the show 
herd is maintained on this farm. 

While Dr. Yeck was still operating an 
orchard, and later when saddle horses were 
raised on the farm, he acquired the services 
of Everett Baylor, who has_ been with 
Springhaven for over fifteen years. In later 
years when Aberdeen-Angus were made the 
main project of the farm, and two other 
farms nearby were added, the owner and 
manager have been acquiring their breed 
education together. They make a good team, 
backed by long association, and they have 
made much progress. Today Springhaven 
is a progressive, expanding herd that has a 
bright future in a fast developing Doddie 
section, to say nothing of exerting its in- 
fluence over a much wider area. 

The name “Springhaven” has been copy- 
righted by Dr. Yeck, giving him its ex- 
clusive use on an agricultural product 
marketed from the farms. Surprisingly 
enough only three other farm names in the 
United States were so protected when Dr. 
Yeck took out the necessary papers. One of 
the two other farms with a copyrighted 
title is the famous Carnation Holstein herd, 
the second a poultry farm in the east.

American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and the Iowa State Fair, purchased 
a pure bred heifer to be given the winner of 
the show. Appropriately enough the heifer, 
Revolution Lady B. 5th, was selected from 
the herd of Forrest Breniman, Brooklyn, 
Iowa, who got his start with the Doddies as 
a club showman. The heifer is an Ever- 
green Erica sired by Revolution of Ida, by 
Juana’s Revolution 3d of Ada, of the John- 
son Bros. herd at Ida Grove, Iowa. The 
sire of Edith’s heifer was out of the great 
old breeding cow and daughter of Blackcap 
Revolution, Barbara Harrison 20th. Dam 
of the heifer is equally well bred, a daughter 
of Elba Marshall Lad 2d, by Blackbird Mar- 
shall 39th. In fact the heifer carries about 
as much Earl Marshall blood as a pedigree 
can boast, plus an infusion of Idolmere 4th 
and Envoy of Erin blood.

make the step. When the two sons of the 
family, Arlo and Lyle, became interested 
in live stock projects their leader, and agri- 
cultural teacher at Geneseo, “Cap” Lash, 
suggested that a few top Aberdeen-Angus 
females would look well on the Kemmis 
farm. This was in 1940, 

Although no longer in the community the 
work of “Cap” Lash is still talked about. 
“He certainly did a great piece of work in 
getting the boys and girls, and their folks, 
interested in pure bred stock,” Mr. Kemmis 
relates. But as the Illinois man spoke this 
writer was thinking of a conversation some 


days before with a young Illinois breeder 
who recalled that his start with pure bred 
Doddies was made in spite of, not because 
of, his vocational teacher. When this young 
breeder bought his first heifer the vocation- 
al teacher went. out of his way to criticize 
the move, ending up with “Don’t you know 
that all pure bred breeders die broke”. All 
of which goes to show that the quality in 
high school agricultural instruction prob- 
ably covers as wide a range as does size 
and quality in cattle. But back to the 
Kemmis herd. 


In 1940 two heifers were purchased for 


the younger members of the firm from the 
A. R. Althaus herd at LaMoille, Illinois, 
and from the Stanley Pierce herd at Cres- 
ton, Illinois. In both cases thickness and 
smoothness, a lesson learned in the feed 
lots, were the predominating qualities 
sought. 

Quite a number of the thick, breedy, Bell 
Boy A. daughters from the Althaus herd 
are now found in this newer herd, along 
with purchases made in Mercer county. For 
a newer herd, and in spite of the fact that 
one of the main factors in the business, 
Arlo, was destined to spend considerable

1450 pound champion was dropped in May 
of 1944, was out of a pure bred, but un- 
registered, Aberdeen-Angus cow sired by 
Frica’s Belmore, he by old Black Belmore 
and out of Erica of Fairholme. 

Other winners, all showing Blocky Blacks, 
were: William Mathiesen & Son, Bryant, 
Iowa; John P. Kurt, Cascade, Iowa; August 
Thomsen, Wyoming, Iowa; Raus Brown, 
Aledo, Illinois; and Ferd Schmidt, Delmar, 
loety steers were entered by top cattle 
feeders of Iowa, Illinois and Indiana. And 
while the Aberdeen-Angus did not hog the 
show in the matter of entries their showing 
was better than in 1945 when eight of the 
ten top steers were Blacks. This year sev- 
eral good feeders, formerly showing other 
breeds, came back with Doddie entries. 

To a lover of prime aged beef (not to be 
confused with baby beef) the Monticello 


show is a revelation. Rules stipulate that 
entries must be over two years of age and 
weigh more than 1,200 pounds. In produc- 
ing beef of this kind Aberdeen-Angus, of 
course, are in a class by themselves in that 
they can put on the pounds without gob- 
biness. The nine top Blacks, and a lot more 
good steers that failed to place, were a 
revelation in smoothness and finish and a 
walking answer to the claim that breeders 
are getting their Aberdeen-Angus “too 
small.” True the Blacks shown were not 
big, horsey steers—but they really packed 
on the pay-off poundage. It was interest- 
ing to hear the ringside comment and 
guesses on weights. One young spectator, 
evidently the partisan of another breed, 
was heard to estimate the weight of the 
champion at not much more than the show 
limit. To this an older feeder replied: “Son, 
I don’t know why he will weigh. I quit 
trying to guess an Aberdeen-Angus a long 
time ago. But I do know he’ll beat by as 
much as 200 pounds a Hereford or Short- 
horn of the same size.” 

The judging was done by a trio of ex- 


perts on choice beef—Hugh Corkery, buyer 
for Hygrade Food Products, Chicago; Bill 
Burns, Wilson & Co., Kansas City; and 
Harold Brady, of St. Joseph, Missouri. As 
soon as the judging was finished our own 
Col. Hamilton James, of Newton, Illinois, 
took the auction block and proceeded to rap 
off the steers in fast time. The grand 
champion brought $60.00 per cwt., going to 
the Dubuque Packing Co., Dubuque, Iowa. 
The next two Aberdeen-Angus steers went 
at $34.00 per cwt., then $37.00 was paid for 
the fifth place Tobiason steer, then the 
bidding dropped back to $34.00, back to 
$37.00 and then to $36.00 and finally wound 
up with the remarkably high average of 
nearly $36.00. The lone Hereford steer was 
not sold in the auction. 

The “Big Steer Show” attracted cattle 
people from a wide area, including W. H. 
Tomhave of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association; R. J. Kinzer, of the Hereford 
Breeders’ Association; Sam R. McKelvie, 
of Wood Lake, Nebraska, president of the 
Sand Hills Cattlemen’s Association who 
termed the show “the greatest thing of its

The Department of Agriculture, by diree- 
tion of Congress, is proceeding with plans to 
establish a quarantine station for live stock 
on the island to screen out. diseased animals 
offered for import to this hemisphere. 

While it is not compulsory that other 
countries—Canada, Central America and 
Cuba—make use of the island, the United 
States will invite them to do so and they are 
expected to accept. ; 

The Department will staff the island with 
veterinarians to make certain that live stock 
imported into any cooperating country are 
free from disease. All live stock brought 
into the United States, except from coun- 
tries certified by the USDA as free from 
live stock diseases, must first go to Swan 
Island for a 60-day quarantine period. 

The only countries now on the USDA's 
list of disease-free nations are the Union 0 
South Africa, New Zealand, Australia an 
the English Channel island of Jersey.

H. M. Cottrell, a graduate of Kansas State 
Coilege who returned to his Alma Mater as 
Professor of Agriculture September 1, 1897, 
did not accept the Board’s attitude as sound 
and finally through his efforts and with the 
approval of a new Board of Regents, the 
Legislature of 1901 appropriated $5000.00 
for the purchase of pure bred live stock for 
the College. This appropriation supple- 
mented with generous donations by breed- 
ers provided the College with pure bred 
representatives of all the major breeds by 
the end of 1901. The purchases included 
four Aberdeen-Angus cows from Anderson 
and Findley, of Colony, Kansas, and one 
from Hugh Elliott, of Estill, Missouri. One 
of the donations was the Aberdeen-Angus 
bull, Axtell of Osborne 38360, calved June 
25, 1899, bred and donated by W. O. Parks, 
of Atchison. These five head constituted 
the foundation for the reestablishment of a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd at Kansas 
State College in 1901. 

In September, 1903 R. J. Kinzer came to 
Kansas State College to teach Animal Hus- 
bandry and managed all of the College live 
stock except dairy cattle. In 1905 he was

made head of the newly created department 
of Animal Husbandry. From the day of his 
arrival the development of breeding herds 
at Kansas State College has continued with 
increasing momentum and today it owns a 
good well-bred herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle consisting of twenty-six cows, five heif- 
ers and sixteen heifer calves, five bull calves 
and one herd bull. 

During the years since an Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd was reestablished at Kansas State 
College in 1901 the College has owned sev- 
eral excellent well-bred herd sires, but the 
greatest of its earlier sires was Prince 
Duchess 89636, calved May 11, 1906, sired 
by Prince Ito 50006 and bred by Stanley R. 
Pierce. Among the many good ones he 
sired for the College was Symboleer, one of 
the best steers Kansas State College ever 
showed. In addition to the good sires own- 
ed by the College it has also had the use 
of outstanding herd sires owned by William 
Ljungdahl, Manhattan, Kan.; Mike Wilson, 
Effingham, Kansas; A. J. Schuler, Junction 
City, Kansas, and J. B. Hollinger, Chapman, 
Kansas; and the splendid help and coopera- 
tion received from these breeders has been 
deeply appreciated. 

Kansas State College showed an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer for the first time in 1905. 
This steer, Laddie Boy, a grade, won second 
as a yearling at the American Royal in 
1905, and third at the American Royal and 
first at the International as a two-year-old 
in 1906. 

This institution has shown quite a few 
good Aberdeen-Angus steers during the 
years that have passed since 1905, but only 
a few will be mentioned. One of the best 
was Ideal, calved September 16, 1905, and 
bred by Stanley R. Pierce, of Illinois. As a 
senior calf he was first at the American 
Royal and first in class and champion steer 
under one year at the International. As a 
senior yearling he was first at the Ameri- 
can Royal and second at the International. 
As a two-year-old he was first in class and 
grand champion steer at the American Roy- 
al and first in class at the International. 
That year, 1908, both first and second 
prize steers were shown in the championship 
classes at the International and when the 
first and second prize steers were shown 
for the two-year-old championship before 
the foreign judge, the second prize Fyvie 
Knight was placed ahead of the first prize 
Ideal. Fyvie Knight went on to win the 
grand championship. 

Symboleer was another great steer. He 
was calved September 4, 1907, sired by 
Prince Duchess 89636 and bred by Kansas 
State College. As a senior calf he was first 
at the American Royal and first in class and 
champion steer under one year at the In- 
ternational. As a senior yearling he was 
first at the American Royal and first in 
class and champion yearling steer at. the 
International. As a two-year-old he was 
first in class and grand champion steer at 
the American Royal and 4th in class at the 
International. 

King Ellsworth, a real champion, was 
calved September 9, 1906, and bred by M. 
P. & S. E. Lantz, Carlock, Illinois. He was 
first shown by Lantz & Mitchell as a senior 
yearling at the 1908 International where he 
placed second in class. He was then pur- 
chased by Kansas State College. The next 
year as a two-year-old, he was first in class 
and grand champion at the American Royal 
and first in class, champion two-year-old 
and grand champion at the International. 

Another good steer was Pride’s Eric, 
calved September 18, 1918, sired by Eristo- 
crat 221523 and bred by Kansas State Col- 
lege. He was first in class and grand cham- 
pion at the American Royal as a senior

IN DRINKING WATER, 


In phosphate deficiency areas of Texas | 
and the southwest. the usual practice is t0 | 
add the mineral in the form of bone meal, | 
or other forms of phosphorus added to salt. 
However, experiments at the King Ranch in 
Texas show that phosphate can be added to 
the drinking water of the cattle.

On the Texas ranch phosphate salts have 
been added to the water at the rate of 68 
grams. of phosphorus to six gallons 
water. Two forms of phosphate were fount 
to be successful—disodium phosphate ai 
defluorinated triple superphosphate. At tle 
rate of 6.5 grams of available phosphors 
per six gallons the cattle readily assimilat- 
ed the needed mineral.

reason is there for this animal not continu- 
ing to react? If resistance to Bang’s Dis- 
ease is the objective of vaccination, then 
why penalize evidence of resistance at any 
time in the life of the animal ? 

Unfortunately, the rule requiring nega- 
tive test on vaccinated cattle after they are 
twenty-four months of age, as required by 
many states was not based on any scienti- 
fic premise involving disease control; but 
was adopted as a compromise so that own-

Why Tot Repeat Vaccinations?—The 
firs: of these questions would probably have 
© ong ago if there had not been such 
2 lengihy campaign against adult vaccina- 
tion. Just so long as it was a sin to vac- 
cinate a cow or one might lose a certificate 
by doing so, there was deep concern regard- 
ing this matter and few breeders gave adult 
or repeat vaccination a trial; but now that 
adu't vaccination is recognized and endors- 
ed by the Bureau of Animal Industry it is a 
simple matter to revaccinate—provided that 
the official standing of a herd is not unde- 
servedly penalized,—and why should it be? 

Parallel with the opposition to the slaugh- 
ter of reactors is the expansion of a na- 
tionwide movement requiring the pasteur- 
ization of all fluid milk. At first a require- 
ment in the large cities, pasteurization is 
now in the health codes of the smaller cities 
and even the villages. There is every in- 
dication that the volume of milk from nega- 
tive cows that finds its way into the fluid 
trade is only a fraction of that which is 
pasteurized.

SEEK MINERAL FACTORS 
IN CALF CROP SIZE. 

Because the size of the calf crop from a 
herd of cattle may be dependent upon the 
amount of calcium and phosphorus in the 
blood of the cattle, the Colorado A, & M. 
College Experiment Station has carried 
through a project to determine the normal 
level of these minerals in the blood of 
cattle. 

Merle G. Payne and Andrew G. Clark, of 
the Experiment Station, conducted the re. 
search in cooperation with H. E. Kingman | 
and W. M. Stansbury, of the Wyoming | 
Hereford Ranch at Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
Blood samples from 560 Hereford range | 
cattle were analyzed. 3 

It was found that the phosphorus level is 
greater in bulls than in cows, and that the | 
quantity of phosphorus diminishes with age | 
in range cattle. This relationship with age |
